Feng Is ‘Said to Have Inter-

CITIES’ FALL THOUGHT NEAR 


Risk of Civil War Spreading to 
Manchuria Threatens to Involve 
Japan in New Difficulty.

PEKING, May 16.—Peking, with 
its capture by Nationalist soldiers 
thought. .to.be comparatively near, 
was outwardly quiet tonight. But 
larger petrols in the streets, both in 
the native city and the foreign con- 
cessions, and strict enforcement of 
the 10 o’clock Curfew law revealed 
the real feeling here. 

Throughout the day. Japanese sol- 
diers were working actively, provid- 
ing auarters foi several hundred of 
their troops in the vicinity of the for- 
mer Austrian Legation and strength- 
ening their defenses. Their leaders 
said that only one additional Jap- 
anese company was to be sent here. 

The British Legation has warned 

British nationals to be prepared to 
) move to the legation quarter upon 
short no‘ice, and both Chinese and 
foreigners were sending valuables to 
the various legations fer safe-keeping 
late today. 


Feng Intercepts Northerners. 


TOKIO, May 16 ().—New danger 
to retreating Northern forces was 
seen today in reports from Peking 
that General Feng Yu-hsien had in- 
tercepted their withdrawal toward 
Tientsin at Machang. Heavy fight- 
ing took place yesterday near puis 
city, which is forty miles south of 
Tientsin, it was said. 

The march of Feng across to Ma- 
chang was seen here as a possible 
factor in hastening the fal] of Tien- 
tsin and pg pt to the Southern 
forces, which i3 Agee imminent. 

Feng is fresh from his victory at 
Tehchow on Friday and ‘is known ‘to 
have a strong force at his command. 

4 dispatch from Peking to Rengo, 

Japanese news agency, said that 
3, 700 members of the families of 
Northern officers and officials had 
been sent to Mukden. Most of them 
were women and children. This was 
taken to indicate that the Northern- 
ers believed the battle might decide 
the fate of Pomong 

The vg a binet at a special 
meeting today decided to send more 
troops to China. The third division 
from Nagoya, which at present is 
reiting toward Shantung, may be 
_y ¢ iverted toward the. Manchu- 
rian border, More troops, therefore, 
‘were believéd to be necessary to pro- 
tect Shantung. 

t was generally understood that 
Chang Tso-lin had been warned by 
Japan that no fighting would be per- 
mitted in Manchuria. 

There were rumors that Japan had 
unofficially advised Ch to return 
to Mukden before hostilities had be- 
gun at Peking or Tientsin, for there- 
after any attempt on his part to seek 
refuge in Manchuria might not be 
permitted.

Reports 4,400% Wealth Rise 
In United States Since 1850 


-A:4,400 per cent. increase in the 
wealth of the United States since 
1850 has carried the total worth 
of-the country to $320,000,000,000, 
according to a compilation by 
economists of Stone & Webster 
and Blodget, Inc. 

A survey of the American in- 
vestment situation, soon to be is- 
sued by this firm, contains these 
comparisons of the present day 
with 1890:. Population has in- 
creased from 62,000,000 to 117,- 
000,000; 18,500,000 telephones have 
been installed, and wireless teleg- 
raphy, radio and television de- 
veloped; the value of manufac- 
tures has increased from $9,372,- 
379,000 to $62,700,000,000; tons of 
freight carried by. railroads have 
increased in value from 77,200,- 
000,000 to 444,000,000,000; farm 
products have increased in value 
from $2,460,000,000 to $19,700,000,- 
000; exports have risen from 
$850,000,000 to $4,870,000,000; in- 
dividual deposits in banks have 
increased from $4,060,000,000 to 
$48,880,000,000; 23,000,000 automo- 
biles have been built, and a debt 
to Europe of $600,000,000 replaced 
by a credit abroad of about 
$14,000,0000,000. 











| SUITOR KILLS DANGER 
AND SHOOTS HIMSELF 


Argentine Student, Rejected in 
Plea to Elope, Fires on 
Woman in Studio. 


HE IS DYING IN HOSPITAL 


Maria Montero Had Appeared 
: in Musical Plays and With 
Douglas Fairbanks. 


After urging vainly for fifteen min- 
utés that she elope with him, Horacio 
Colufnbres, 35 years old, an Argen- 
tine student and dancing instructor, 
about 6 o’clock last evening. shot and 
killed Maria Montero, 27, a Span- 
ish dancing teacher, in her studio on 
the second floor of 200 West Fifty- 
seventh Street. He fired two bullets 
through her heart, then turned the 
.209 Calibre automatic pistol on him- 
self and fired two bullets into his 
right temple. At the City Hospital, 
Welfare Island, where he was-taken, 
it was said his condition was critical. 

Columbres, according to the police, 


had two addresses. One was at 200 
West Fifty-seventh Street, where un- 
til a week ago he worked as an in- 
structor -at -Miss -Montero’s. studio, 
the other at 24 West Fifty-fifth 
Street. He was constantly importun- 
ing Miss Montero to marry kim, the 
detectives said, and he was so insis- 
tent that it led to his’discharge } .t 
week. Miss Montero was quoted by 
the police as saying she did not care 
enough for Columbres to marry him. 


Admitted by an Aide. 


About ten minutes after Miss Mon- 
tero *ismissed her dancing class of 
ten for the day Columbres appeared 


in the hall outside the studio. He 
seemed nervous, according to those 
who noticed him as he paced up and 
down the corridor several minutes. 
At last .he pushed the door bell. 
Miss Nina Macedo of 200 East Thirty- 
third Street, an assistant to Miss 
Montero, came to the door.:-She saw 
Columbres and invited him to enter. 

Columbres in Spanish .asked for 
Miss Montero. He was told she was 
in the kitchenette, a room leading 
off the studio. As he made his way 
to where Miss Montero was prepar- 
ing hér evening meal Miss Macedo 
walked into another room and joined 
Miss Estelle Montallano, who also 
helped Miss:Montero and lived with 
her at the studio. 

The two heard Colymbres and Miss 
Montero talking excitedly. Columbres 
was urging the dancing teacher to 
the up her work and elope. To all 

e pleading they heard her repeat- 

y answer no. 

7 the young women were about 
to step into the kitchenette to ask 
Miss Montero and Columbres to 
lower their voices, two shots rapidly 
fired were heard. These were fol- 
lowed at a close interval by two 
more,

ITALIA OVER ARCTIC 
NEARING LENINLAND, 
GOAL OF ITS FLIGHT 


Nobile, Reporting Favorable 
Conditions, Expected to 
Reach There in Night. 


TO DROP EXPLORING PARTY 


Dirigible Commander in Touch 
by Radio With Spitsbergen 
and Rome. 


NO NEW ISLANDS FOUND 


Airship Will Return to Base Tomor- 
row to Fly Again Toward 
Peary’s “Crocker Land.” 


By The Associated Press. 

KINGS BAY, Spitsbergen, May 16.— 
Late today the dirigible Italia had 
left the bleak shores of Franz Josef 
Land behind it and was headed across 
the Polar Sea to the little known 
Lenin Land [Nicholas II Land], 
which it hoped to reach late this eve- 
ning. 

At noon General Umberto Nobile 
reported by radio to the supply ship, 
the Citta di Milano, in the harbor 
here, that the airship’s position was 
longitude 70.40 east and latitude 
82.10 north. At the time, it was said, 
there was little adverse wind and 
little difficulty was expected in mak- 
ing Lenin Land before midnight. 

The sea beneath was a vast ice- 
covered expanse, the brief radio mes- 
sages indicated, with little fog and 
visibility good for 100 kilometers. 

At Lenin Land, which roughly 
speaking is 30 degrees east of the 


last given position of the Italia and 
is just north of the Taimyr Penin- 
sula, the northernmost point of the 
Siberian mainland, it was planned ‘to 
lower three men to the ground ‘to

Speed throughout the day has been 
between 30 and 50 kilometers [18% 
to 30 miles] an hour, dependent upon 
the wind, which had been generally 
contrary.

Stockholders of the American Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Company, num- 
bering 430,000, will receive subscrip- 
tion rights.worth to them approxi- 
mately $155,400,000 through action 
taken by the directors at a meeting 
in Boston yesterday. The company 
is offering to stockholders $185,000,- 
000 «f additional stock at the par 
value of $100, on the basis of 1 to 6. 
This is the largest offering of the 
kind the company ever has made to 
its stockholders. In June, 1926, it 
offered 5154,127,500 of this stock on 
the same basis.

Rush to Sell Airplane- Issues 
Comes in Last Two Hours 
After a Strong Opening. 


OTHER LEADERS THEN FALL 


Feeble Rally at Closing. Fails to 
Check Liquidation—Ticker 
Is 79 Minutes Late. 


A selling movement which gave no 
warning of its approach rocked the 
stock market violently yesterday and 
rolled up the largest volume of trad- 
ing in the history of the New York 
Stock Exchange. Active stocks broke 
from 5 to more than 40 points be- 
fore the wave of liquidation could be 
checked. After some recoveries here 
and there in the list, closing prices 
showed net losses of from 4 to 20 
points in leading issues. 

Sales totaled 4,820,840 shares, more 
than half of: which changed hands 
in the last two hours, when the sell- 
ing rush was at its peak. This turn- 
over compares with the previous high 
record of 4,790,270 shares, established 
on March 27. Final quotations were 
not printed on the stock ticker yes- 
terday until 4:19 o’clock, or an hour 
and nineteen minutes after the close. 
This is the latest the ticker ever has 
been. 

Wall Street was wondering last 
night what caused the market to 
crack. The day brought no news 
development to undermine confi- 
dence. There had been the usual 
midweek discussion of the _possi- 
bility of an increase in the redis- 
count rate of the New York Reserve 
Bank, but this is so regularly a 
weekly topic that the trading: com- 
munity has begun to ignore it. The 
increase in the rate of the Phila- 
delphia Reserve Bank was not an- 
nounced ‘until after the close of the 
market. 


Air Stocks Start Break.: 


The break started yesterday with 
the airplane stocks, which have been 
bid up in spectacular fashion for 
some time. The fact that the selling 
of thése stocks quickly spread to 
other parts of the list suggested that 
the market, its technical position im- 
paired by the uninterrupted advances 
of the last few weeks, was ripe for 
a reaction. 


For a time, after the fireworks 
had been touched off by the unloading 
of Curtiss Aero and Wright Aero- 
nautical, it looked as if the. whole 
speculative structure,’ built up over 
the last two months, was about 
collapse. The selling movement 
seemed to lose its force suddenly 
shortly before the close, however, 
and the te ressure was lifted in many 
places. There was a feeble rally in 

rts of the list within the last fif- 
eed minutes of trading that whittled 
down some of the earlier losses. .

Q.—Do you know what you will give? A.— 
I expect to give whatever it is within my 
ability to give. Governor Smith has been 
my friend for a great many years. I man- 
aged his campaign in 1926. are 

“Are you a good tiger, also? 
asked Senator Steiwer. 

“T am a member of the Tammany

Q.—Was your pre-convention contribution 
s)icited or was jit a voluntary gift?

with correspondence and answering 
requests for literature. An item of

This Spring’s campaign has been 
chiefly replying to correspondence 
and sending out publications about 
Governor Smith, Mrs. Moskowitz 
said.

Explains Bureau’s Activities. 


Senator Steiwer asked what was 
the most expensive item in the liter- 
ature sent out. The witness said it 


was a book, “What Everybody 
Wants to Know About Alfred LE. 
Smith,’’ which ske preeared: It was 
first published in 1924 and again in 
1926, and was brought up to date a 
week ago. This and other literature 
were sent only when requested. 
Many reprints of magazine articles 


about Governor Smith were sent out, 


A set of the articles was shown 
to members of the committee by 
Mrs. Moskowitz, as well as a mimeo- 
graphed list of Governer Smith’s ap- 
pointme.ts, which had been dis- 
tributed where requested, to be used 
in reply to attacks. 

Mrs. Moskowitz said she never 
hired anyone ‘o write any magazine 
articles. She estimated that from 
25,000 to 30,000 copies of the book 
have Leen destributed, and that re- 
quests zre waicing in the New York 
office for 8,000 more which will be 
sent out in the next month, or as 
soon as they can be printed. 

“That is the most active piece of 
literature,’”’ the witness added. 

Ten thousand copies of a magazine 
article in the Woman’s Fome Com- 
panion about Mrs. Smith have been 
distributec; 15,000 copies of articles 
by C. W. Tillett, of Charlotte, N. C.;

Senator Bratton 
asked about several articles, of 
which Mrs. -Moskowitz- admitted she 
had not previously known, and then 
asked her opinion as to the reason 
for them. 

“Governor Smith is. a public man 
in whom there is great public in- 
terest at this. time,’’.she replied. ‘‘J 
imagine the publishers thought it 
well to have articles about a man so 
much in the public eye. - Writers no 
doubt, thought articles about him 
were good, salable material.’’ 

Senator err ag f told her it had 
been contended for four years that 
an organized effort has been made 
looking to the nomination -of Gov- 
ernor Smith which would ‘involve 
the expenditure of money.”’ 

Mrs. Moskowitz replied that ‘‘there 
was nothing whatever to it,’’ and 
that the only money expended was 
what the Publicity Committee of the 
New York Democratic Committee 
required, which was less than $10,000 
a year.

HOOVER’S TOTAL NEAR 500 


But Opponents Declare That Any 
Strong Opposition May Reduce 
This In Convention.

WASHINGTON, May 16.—Backers 
of Governor Smith of New York for 
the Democratic Presidentia] nomina- 
tion made the assertion today that 
the total of delegates who would cer- 
tainly support him at the Houston 
convention had passed the 600 mark, 
and that his selection was virtually 
assured. : 

The latest additions to the Smith 
delegates were twenty-eight from 
New Jersey, eight from Montana and 
eight from Vermont. A total of 
733% votes is required to nominate 
under the two-thirds rule of the 
Democratic convention, and with his 
lead continuing to pile up, the fol- 
lowers of the New York Governor 
believe that his nomination is as- 
sured. , 

There are various estimates of the 
present total of delegates instructed, 
pledged or openly favorable to Sec- 
retary Hoover for the Republican 


nomination. 

Hoover’s supporters contend that 
the delegates of whose support he is 
assured number over 500 with the 
latest addition in the New Jersey 
primaries. 

His opponents contend that the 
number on whom he can actually 
count in the early valloting, if there 
is viper & i parece to his nomina- 
tion at the Kansas City Convention, 
may be as small as 350. It requires 
545 to nominate. . 


Satisfied With New Jersey Result. 


The Hoover forces expressed com- 
plete satisfaction over the results of 
the New Jersey primaries, although 
the entire delegation is not pledged 


to the Secretary of Commerce, six 
of the thirty-one selected being ad- 
vocates of the renomination of Pres- 
ident Coolidge. The fact that Sec- 
re Hoover won easily in New Jer- 
sey districts where aspirants favor- 
able to former Governor Lowden of 
Illinois were candidates for delegates 
was a matter of satisfaction to the 
Hoover camp. 

Leaders of the agricultural move- 
ment who are opposed to the nomi- 
nation of Mr. Hoover are planning to 
open headquarters in Kansas Ci 
some days prior to the assembling of 
the Republican Convention in order 
to carry on a stiff fight against him.

MEASURES GO TO COOLIDGE 


He Is Expected to Veto McNary- 
Haugen, Bill—Copeland De- 
fends Jones Measure.

WASHINGTON, May 16.—After a 
filibuster of more™than five hours 
conducted by radical Republican Sen- 
ators the Senate adopted today the 
conference reports on both the Mc- 
Nary-Haugen Farm Relief bill and 
the Jones Merchant Marine bill. 

Approval of the conference report 
on the McNary-Haugen bill was ac- 
complished without a roll-call or a de- 
bate. The bill now goes to President 
Coolidge, who is confidently expected 
to veto it because it contains a pro- 
vision for an optional equalization 
fee, which he considers unconstitu- 
tional. 

The conference report on the Mer- 
chant Marine bill was adopted by a 


roll-call vote of 51 to 28. This bill will 
also be sent to the President. The 
House had accepted both reports. 
The filibuster conducted by the 
x sogxegives was apparently directed 
against the Merchant Marine bill, 
which they attacked as a ‘‘ship sub- 
sidy’’ measure. But that the McNary- 
Haugen bill was involved in the fight 
became immediately apparent when 
Senator Curtis, the Republican lead- 
er, suddenly proposed a unanimous 
consent agreement to vote on both 
reports at once without debate. ° 


» Insurgents Busy in Chamber. 

Reports had it that the insurgents 
feared that regular Republicans 
wanted to delay action on the Farm 
bill and therefore blocked the Ship- 
ping bill until an agreement was 


made to vote on the farm legislation. 

The agreement to vote followed 
great activity among the insurgents, 
who passed to and fro in the cham- 
ber, talking earnestly with Senators 
on both sides. Suddenly Senator 
McNary and Senator La Follette in- 
terrupted Senator Blaine, who was 
making a sneech, and whispered to 
him. Mr. Blaine looked rp and ‘an- 
nounced his willingness to yield to 
Senator Curtis, who was standing in 
the middle eise ready to present the 
‘“‘agreement.”’ 

As a result of the filibuster, which 
started at 11 o’clock, when the Senate 
convened, and continued unt] after 
4, there was no action on the Tax

SHOALS POWER BILL 
IS PASSED BY HOUSE 


Vote Is 251 to 165 on Morin 
Measure for Operation 
by Government. 


OBJECTIONS BELIEVED MET 


Federal Corporation Would Sell Ni- 
trates and Surplus Electricity, 
but Not Fertilizer. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, May 16. — The 


House today passed the Morin bill 
for Government operation of the 
$160,000,000 power and nitrate plant 
—— Shoals by a vote of 251 to 


If the Senate accepts this House 
substitute for the resolution by Sen- 
ator Norris which it approved, the 
bill will go to tle President, who is 
expected to sign it, thereby ending 
the uncertainty which has enveloped 
the project for ten years. 

The Morin bill provides for a $10,- 
000,000 Government corporation to 
manufacture and sell fixed nitrogen 
for use in fertilizer and to sell sur- 
plus power. The bill also authorizes 
completion of dam No. 2 and _ its 
steam plant and appropriates $2,000,- 
000 for a dam on Cove Creek, in 
Tennessee, 400° miles up the river 
from Muscle Shoals. 

As reported bv the Military Com- 
mittee, the bill provided for the 
manufacture and retail sale of ferti- 
lizer, a proposal that brought scores 
of fertilizer manufacturers to Wash- 
ington to protest against Government 
participation in business. 


Senate Provided for Experiments. 


Friends of the House bill insisted 

that elimination of the provision 
under which the Government would 
have gone into the fertilizer business 
did away with the principal objec- 
tions to the measure. 
The Norris resolution, passed by 
the Senate earlier in the session, sim- 
ply provided for the completion of 
dam No. 2 and authorized an appro- 
priation of $10,000,000 for the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture to experiment 
in the manufacture of fertilizer and 
to sell surplus power. 

Representative Snell of New York 
offered a substitute in the*House to- 
day for the Morin proposal, limiting 
fertilizer- manufacturing at Muscle 
SHoals to experimental work for a 
period of. five years. This was ie- 
feated by a vote of 151 to 119. 

Representative Byrne of Tennessee 
attempted unsucessfully to strike out 
the provision for the Cove Creek 
dam, contending that his State was 
entitled to any benefits to be derived

STURTEVANT NAMED 
~ FOR FLOOD BOARD 


New York Engineer Will Hold 
Key Position in Ironing Out 
‘Control Plans. 


EXPERIENCED IN DREDGING 


Civilian. Member Has \/orked on 
Mississippi, in Panama and on 
Barge Canal Here. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 16.—Carleton 
W. Sturtevant of New York, a civil 
engineer of experience on waterway 
projects, was appointed by President 
Coolidge today to be the civil engi- 
neer member of the Mississippi Flood 
Control Commission, created by the 
Flood Control bill, which became law 
yesterday. 

At the White House it was an- 
nounced that Mr. Sturtevant was re- 
garded as one of the country’s most 
eminent civil engineers. 

Mr. Sturtevant’s work chiefly has 
been in dredging, and he will be 
called upon to deal with problems 
in this line in his new position. 
Leading members of the American 
Society of Civil Engineers told the 
President that Mr. Sturtevant is an 


eminent engineer of ‘‘broad experi- 
ence and technical ability.” 

President Coolidge believes his 
knowledge of the Mississippi River 
makes him especially fitted for the 
task, and selected him because of 
this and because he was not active 
in the community and_ therefore 
would be free from local considera- 
tion in making decisions on flood 
control construction. 


Recently Returned From Mexico. 


Mr. Sturtevant is called by his as- 
sociates of the American Society of 
Civil Engineers one of the most emi- 
nent in. his profession. Most of his 
life has been spent in river and 
‘dredging engineering, a good part of 
it on the Mississippi River itself, 
but also in building the Panama 


Canal, in both the Spanish-American 
and World Wars, on the St. Law- 
rence, in Mexico and South America. 

His new post makes him the ‘‘key 
man” in deciding the method to be 
used in Mississippi flood relief, since 
he will sit with Major Gen. Edgar 
Jadwin, chief engineer of the United 
States Army and author of the so- 
called Administration plan, and Col- 
onel Charles L. Potter, President of 
the eo pag River Commission. 

It will be Mr. Sturtevant’s duty to 
clear up the differences betwéen the 
military and the civilian plans. 

Mr. Sturtevant’s home is at 3,024 
Waldo Avenue, in the Bronx. He is 
64 years old, was born in Ruggles, 
Ohio, and earned his engineering de- 

ree in the University of Missouri in 
feed. He was elected a member of 
the American Society of Civil En- 
gineers in 1901 and has held offices 
in that body. He returned with Mrs. 
Sturtevant from Mexico a month 
aF0, where they had been a year.

the construction of a dam and _ irri- 
gation works along the Mante River 
at Xicotencatl, Tamaulpas. 


Served With Jadwin in France. 


During the World War he served 
as a colonel of engineers and spent 
two years in France where he was 
associated with Major Gen. Jadwin, 
his present associate on the Plan- 
ning Commission. 

Mr. Sturtevant has passed almost 
his entire life.in close proximity to 
the t:rivers of the world, steer- 
ing their courses for them, restrict- 
ing‘ them’ from devastating the re- 
= through which they run, curb- 
ng them and giving them outlet. On 
the Mississippi, the St. Lawrence, 
the Magdalena and the Panama 
Canal he gained the experience that 
now sends him back to the river of 
his first care, the, Mississippi. 

‘I would rather not discuss my ap- 
pointment,’’ Mr. Sturtevant said last 
night, ‘‘until the Senate officially re- 
ceives the information. The appoint- 
ment has. to be ratified by that 
body.”’ 

He was definite concerning the sit- 
uation as regards the floods on. the 
Mississippi, however. 

‘It is possible to control the river,’’ 
he said, ‘‘entirely possible. It de- 
pends on spending the prope: 
amount of money and on using the 
proper. plans.’’ 

Mr. Sturtevant said: that the three 
members, would probably meet early 
next month in St. Louis.

WASHINGTON, May 16.—Presi- 
dent Coolidge emphasized the devel- 
opment of art in a practical way 
and for its infusion into the daily 
life of the American people in ad- 
dressing today the joint session here 
of the American Association of 
Museums and the American Federa- 
tion of Art. 

“Tf we could surround ourselves 
with forms of beauty,’’ he said, ‘‘the 
evil things of life would tend te dis- 
appear and our moral standards 
would be raised.

With general prosperity, with high 
wages, with reasonable hours of 
labor, has come both the means and 
the time to cultivate the artistic 
spirit. Philanthropy has given the

*“‘We are working out the ideal un- 
der which every one will realize that 
they are artists, in their employ- 
ment, in their recreation and in their 
relations one with another. It is to 
this high calling that the members 
of your associations have dedicated 
themselves. The service which they 
are rendering is of inestimable value 
for the advancement of an enlight- 
ened civilization.’’

Fellow-Countrymen: 


This joint meeting of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Arts and the 
American jation of Museums 
indicates an increasing interest in 
our country in the spiritual side of 
life. While we have been devoted 
to the development of our material 
resources, as a nation ought to be 
which heeds the admonition to be 
diligent in business, we have not 
been neglectful of the higher 
things of life. In fact, I believe it 
can be demonstrated that the in- 
tellectual and moral awakening 
which characterized our people in 
their early experiences was the 
forerunner and foundation of the 
remarkable era of development in 
which we now live.

One is 
mterested in the elevation of in- 
dustrial arts in America on the 
sound theory that beauty in a com- 
mercial product is worth while, 
not only materially, but also es- 
thetically, and that it gives an 
opportunity to bring art into the 
home. Another appropriation had 
been made for the purpose of see- 
ing if art cannot be made a vital 
force in a typical community.

AVIATION POSTS SOUGHT

AIX-LA-CHAPELLE, Germany, 
May 16.—One of the most outspoken 
gatherings ever held by. the. Third 
International in Western Europe has 
just ended at Cassel. Under the presi- 
dency of M. Rykoff, a nephew of the 
Assistant Russian Commissar for 
Foreign Affairs, delegates from six- 
teen countries, including the United 
States, discussed ways and means to 
extend Communist activity in the 
armies and navies of capitalist coun- 
tries. Predictions were made by M. 
Rykoff and other delegates that 1928 
would be marked by many mutinies. 
*“‘Jack Wilson,’’ the chief American 
delegate, reported that the Commu- 
nists now have ten ‘‘cells’ in the 
American Navy, which he regarded 
as progress, since a year ago there 
were only three cells. His report was 
backed up by a second American 
delegate known as ‘‘Patterson.”’ 
One of the English delegates, 
James Button, reported that there 
are thirteen Communist cells in the 
British Navy and he hoped that two 
more soon would be formed. 
Predicts Trouble in French Navy. 


The French delegate, M. Barbrot, 
said there were fourteen cells in the 
French Navy, specifying that eight 
of them were in the Mediterranean 
forces, He predicted that there would 
be new disturbances. at-the time of 
the July naval manoeuvres and said 
that in case of need the Communists 
could hoist the red flag on ten French 
ships. There were other reports by 
delegates of various countries. 

Most of these cells, however, do not 
exist on shipboard, it was said, but 
in the navy yards the Reds have 
their chief strength. 

The countries represented in this 
conference, which the Communists 
believe was held with at secrecy, 
were France, Italy, the United States, 
England, Begium, Czechoslovakia, 
Austria, Poland, Rumania, Latvia, 
Russia, Turkey, Bulgaria, Argentina 
and Hungary. 

The German police. informed the 
various Governments two weeks 
ago of the plan for the meetin 
Cassel and said that. instea 
blocking it they would permit it. The 
result is that many Governmen 
have complete reports of the pro- 
ceedings at Cassel. One secret ser- 
vice report from which these de- 
tails are gleaned fills seventy-one 
pages and was prepared by a man 
who attended the sessions. 

Urges ‘‘Cells’” in Air Forces. 


The purpose of the meeting was 
to take stock of the Reds in various 
armies and thus estimate the 
strength on which they could count 
in case an occasion arose for favor- 
able action. The meeting was fi- 
nanced by the Third International. 

M. Rykoff emphasized the instruc- 
tions of Moscow that Communists 
should continue working to organize 
a force which could be used in. the 
event of disturbances breaking out in 
any corner of the world. It was espe- 
cially important, he said, to obtain 
recruits from armies and navies who 
would be able to serve as directors 
of Communist forces ‘‘to oppose po- 
lice and Government forces remain- 
ing faithful to imperialism and cap- 
italism.’’

Raid Brooklyn Store and 
Find 5,000 Cartridges. 


SHIP’S COOK HELD AS AGENT 


Captors Say the Trio Admit They 
Sent Munitions to Aid Rebels 
Against Callies. 


Led by a Department of Justice 
agent, detectives of the Butler 
Street Station raided a haberdashery 
shop at 181 Columbia Street, Brook- 
lyn, last night, seized 5,000 rounds 
of ammunition and arrested three 
men who, they said, confessed to a 
plot whereby they had smuggled a 
considerable quantity of arms and 
ammunition into Mexico for the op- 
ponents of the régime of President 
Callies. 

The prisoners were Emmanuel Me- 
nendez and Benigno Del Rio, who 
operated the shop, and John M. 
Berm of 332 River Street, Hoboken, 
# cook on a vessel plying to Mexico. 
They were held for violation of ‘he 
Federal act of 1924, prohibiting the 
export of arms to Mexico, They will 
be arraigned in the Federal court in 
Brooklyn this morning. 

The raid was made on a tip ob- 
tained by the Department of Justice 
agent. Francis.X. Fay. With Detec- 
tives Von Burgen, Murphy and Fa- 
hardi, they burst into the store, in 
the rear of which they said they 
found the ammunition in neatly 
piled boxes. 

It consisted of Remington .38 
calibre ammunition for rifles and 
pistols. Two automatic pistols were 
also seized. When the three men were 
taken to the Butler Street Station, 
they admitted, the detectives said, 
that for the past several months they 
had been en in smuggling am- 
munition to the Calles enemies in 
Mexico. 

Berm, through his position on ships 
running to Mexico, according to the 
detectives, was the medium by which 
the ammunition was transported. 
They said that the gmmunition was 
put into small packages which Berm 
could take aboard hout suspicion. 
He would distribute these packages 
to friends in the crew. In the Mexi- 
can ports, a similar system of redis- 
tribution was employed, the detec- 
tives said.

Governor Smith made public yes- 
terday a letter sent to Senator Nye 
of North Dakota, Chairman of the 


Public Lands Committee of the Sen- 
ate, which has investigtaed the Tea- 
pot Dome scandal, in reply to a com- 
munication from the Senator in which 
he asked the Governor whether it 
would not be possible to indict H, M. 
Blackmer, former Chairman of the 
Board of Directors of the Midwest 
Refining Company, for alleged 
breaches of the law in this State. 

Mr. Blackmer, who is livinz in Eu- 
rope in self-imposed exile to escape 
subpoena servers of the Teapot Dome 
inquiry, according ti testimony pre- 
sente before the Public Lands Com- 
mittee, failed to render an account- 
ing to the Midwest Company for his 
share of the profits of the Conti- 
nental Trading Company of Canada. 
That coneern figured in certain 
transactions in Liberty bonds of 
which a substantial part. was shown 
to have found its wzy into the cam- 
paign coffers of the Republican Na- 
tional Committee while Will H. 
Hays, now czar of the movies, was 
Chairman. 


Called Genius of Deal. 


Blackmer, according to the - evi- 


dence, received as his share of the 
Continental Trading Company’s prof- 
its $800,000 in Liberty bonds, which 
now rep»se in a safe deposit box in 
this city pending a decision by his 
former company ‘vhether any effort 
shall be mace for a recovery. Black- 
mer has been described to the Senate 
investigators as the genius of the 
Continental deal, engineered for the 
profit of some financiers and as a 
means of obtaining immunity by 
splitting the profits for the benefit 
of the Republican national campaign 
fund. 

Governor Smith wrote that he 
would be willing to cooperate, pro- 
vided a transcript of the testimony 
affecting the Blackmer activities of 
which Senator Nye complained was 
transmitted, together with informa- 
tion to show in what county his.al- 
leged illegal acts had been com- 
mitted.

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BEAVERBROOK’S BOOK 
DISCUSSES WAR CHIEFS 


Severe on Asquith’s Methods— 
Calls Lloyd George ‘Good Friend 
While It Lasts.’ 


LONDON, May 16 (Canadian Press 
Cable).—Lord Beaverbrook’s book 
Politicians and the War’’ will be 
published here tomorrow by Thorn- 
ton & Butterworth. 

The book takes the reader well into 
the year 1916, then closes just as he 
is arriving at the time when Lloyd 
George became Premier. 

Lord Beaverbrook insists that it 
was the quarrel between Winston 
Churchill, then First Lord of the 
Admiralty, and Admiral Lord Fisher 
that d the downfall of the As- 
quith Government and was not due 
to the campaign of the newspapers 
owned by Lord Northcliffe against 
the Asquith Administration because 
of the shell shortage. 

Lord Beaverbrook is severe on As- 

uith’s methods of formiaz the first 

ition Government, especially Mr. 
Asquith’s attitude toward Bonar 
Law, who was prevented from be- 
coming Chancellor of the Exchequer 
or Minister of Munitions. 

“Later on,’ says the author, ‘‘As- 
quith and his friends had to pay a 
bitter price for joining in a game 
which tended to depreciate Bonar 
Law’s status in his own party and 
weaken his authority over it.’ 

Lord Beaverbrook’s admiration for 
Bonar Law is displayed frequently in 
the book. He speaks of the late 
Marquess Curzon’s push and of his 
trying to displace Bonar Law in the 
Conservative leadership. 

Lord Beaverbrook makes some 
comments on other prominent fig- 
ures during the war. Of Lloyd 
George he says: 

“He is a good friend while it lasts, 
but there are no lasting friendships 
at the very summit of politics.

CARDINAL RECEIVES 
COPY OF 1544 BOOK 


Hayes Talks of Persecution in 
Mexico at Meeting of Catholic 
Historical Society. 


Cardinal Hayes referred to the 
treatment of the Catholic Church by 
the Mexican Government as perse- 
cution last evening in a speech at 
the Catholic Club, 120 Central Park 
South, at the forty-fifth annual meet- 
ing of the United States Catholic His- 
torical Society. A facsimile copy of 
‘Doctrina Breve,’’ America’s oldest 
printed book still in existence, was 
presented to him. The book was 
made in 1544. 

Pe J. King, the President, in 
presenting the copy, said the Domini- 
cans printed a book in 1536, but that 
it not survived. 

Bishop Pasqual Diaz, who was 
exiled from Mexico, sat on the plat- 
form by the side of the Cardinal. 

*‘I wish to congratulate the officers 
of this society and Mr. Meehan on 
the reproduction of this volume,” 
said Cardinal Hayes, ‘‘and I wish to 
thank Mr. Archer M. Huntington and 
the trustees of the Hispanic Society, 
the owners of this valuable work, 
through whose courtesy your society 
has been able to make these facsimile 
copies. Mr. Huntington is not a 
Catholic, but his Hispanic Museum is 
@ marvel; it is a tribute to the 
Church. 

“The story of this book should be 
sacrificial to us. We have to be very, 
very careful when we speak of Mex- 
ico. Mexico from the beginning en- 
deavored to bring culture to the In- 
dians. She did not kill them; she 
did not drive them from their posses- 
sions. : 

**We have here by my side a Jesuit 
Bishop who has seen the present per- 
secution going on in Mexico. He is 
an exile from his country. He, too, 
received a copy of ‘Doctrina Breve.’ 
He will carry this away with him 
and he will also carry our affection 
back to Catholic Mexico.”’ 


ACCUSED PRIEST FREED. 


Alabama Court Holds It Has No 
Jurisdiction in O’Connor Case. 


ANNISTON, Ala., May 16 @).—The 
Rev. Patrick O’Connor, Catholic 
priest, brought back here from Can- 
ada recently to face a charge made 
by the wife of a soldier at Camp 
McClellan, was freed today by Judge 
R. B. Carr of the Calhoun County 
Circuit Court on the ground that the 
State was without jurisdiction in the 
case. The decision brings to an end, 
at least temporarily, a long fight 
against Father O’Connor. 

Soon after the alleged offense took 
place the priest was traced through 
several towns in Alabama and later 
to the western part of the United 
States and into Canada, where he 
was arrested.

QUICK RETURN EXPECTED 


Junkers Pilot Prepares for Landing 


German Plane at Pictou Sat- — 
urday or Sunday.

ST. GEORGE, N. F., May 16.—The 
American Army amphibian planes 
which left Pictou, N. S., this morn- 
ing arrived here at 3:30 o’clock this 
afternoon. 
The 280 miles from Pictou to St. 


George were covered in good time. 
The weather was excellent, - visibility 
clear and the trip uneventful. 

The planes made a serfect land- 
ing in the harbor. After their ar- 
rival the American fliers made ar- 
rangements for refueling their ships 
early in the morning and they hope 
to start for Greenely Island at 8 
A. M. The scene of the Bremen’s 
landing is about 225 miles from St. 
Georre and ,weather forecasts to- 
night are favorable. 

The relief fliers intend to drop 
Pilot Frederick Melchior of :the Jun- 
kers company by «parachute at 
Greenely and hover’ abéut until the 
Bremen is ready to fly. It is be- 
lieved that the Bremen needs only 
minor repairs. : ) 

The presence of loose ice in the vi- 
cinity of Greenely makes it impos- 
sible for the ‘American planes to 
alight on water there. It is impos- 
sible also for them to come down on 
the island itself because the surface 
is soft and spongy, due to: melting 
ice and snow. 

The Government steamer which 
makes a regular northward trip 
from the Bay of Islands at the head 
of Belle Isle at this season so far 
has been unable to proceed because 
of impassable ice, although several 
attempts have been made. 

One port of call of this boat is 
Blanc Sablon, just across from 
Greenely Island. 

If the ‘Bremen is unable to fly to- 
morrow the only alternative is to 
wait for the disappearance of the 
ice on the island. e relief crew, 
however, is confident that repairs 
can be effected in a short time.

Church Engineer Testifies That 
Excavation for the B. M. T. 
, Caused Cracks in Wall. 


$130,000 SOUGHT IN SUIT 


Witness at Trial of Action Against 
City and Contractor Tells of 
Reinforcing Bullding. 


Whether the city. or its contractor 
must pay $130,000 to Trinity Church 
as the cost of installing about 100 
steel girders under the westerly wall 
of the church to protect the structure 
during the construction of the Brook- 
lyn-Manhattan subway along Trinity 
Place in 1912 is to be determined by 
Supreme. Court Justice Franken- 
thaler, who has been hearing the 
Trinity suit. 

The, church contention, based part- 
ly“upon the testimony yesterday of 
its engineer, H. de B. Parsons, is that 
when F. A. Cranford, Inc., the sub- 
way contractor, which is also.a de- 
fendant, began the construction of 
the subway along the westerly edge 
of Trinity churchyard and found it 
necessary to protect the Trinity re- 
taining wall with underpinning, the 
entire churchyard began shifting, 
which by 1925 caused cracks to ap- 
pear in the: Trinity Church wall and 
widened old cracks. Mr. Parsons 
then advised the installation of the 
steel piling, as a result of which the 
building is declared to be sound. 

The city and the contracting com- 
pany are contending that the church- 
yard is composed of shifting sand 
and that the conditions which made 
necessary the steel supports for the 
church walls originated at least twen- 
ty years ago and were due to the 
excavating for neighboring skyscrap- 
ers which removed lateral support of 


the church property. 
It is asserted that a report made to 
Trinity in 1896 by Rooynne & Co., 
neers, when small cracks a 
peared in the Trinity building, will 
support this contention. Counsel for 
the church reported that they had 
been unable to find any trace of the 
report in the records, but asserted 
that cracks which appeared when the 
smith pany was retained 
were trivial compared with those 
which have developed since the B. 
M. T. subway was constructed. The 
Mpa Cempany has been out of 
business for years and its officers 
are dead. 
The trial is expected to continue

Republican Primary Returns 
Show Ex-Committeeman 
Beat Stokes by 15,000. 


CAREY DEFEATED BY 43,000 


Edge Urges Solid Backing for the 
Party Slate as Leaders Fear 
Rifts Aiding Democrats.. 


Former National Committeeman 
Hamilton F. Kean won the Repub- 
lican nomination for United States 
Senator in New Jersey by a plurality 
over former Governor Edward C. 
Stokes of about 15,000, tabulation re- 
turns of Tuesday’s primary election 
in that State disclosed last night. 

With 239 out of the 2,917 election 
aistricts in tne State missing, ac- 
cording to returns collected by The 
Associated Press, Mr. Kean received 
142,647 votes to 128,276 for Mr. 
Stokes. Former Senator Joseph 8S. 
Frelinghuysen, third in the five- 
cornered Senatorial race, received 
119,047 votes. Mrs. Lillian F. Feick- 
ert, the dry candidate, received 
22,175, and Edward S. Gray, who 
ran as a wet, was last with 21,512. 

State Senator Morgan F. Larson 
won the Republican nomination for 
Governor in a four-cornered race by 
about 43,000 plurality over Judge 
Robert Carey. 

With 239 election districts missing 
the vote was, Larson, 166,490; Carey, 


123,862; J. Henry Harrison, 80,250; 
Cornelius Doremus, 57,041. 


Passing of Stokes’s Power Seen. 


Mr. Kean’s victory was a severe 
defeat for Mr. Stokes, who. is Chair- 
man of the Republican State Com- 
m‘‘tee, and for United States Sena- 
tor Walter E. Edge of Atlantic City, 
who backed Mr. Stokes. The -‘esult 
is believed to marl: the passing of 
control of the Republican: Party in 
New Jersey from the hands of Mr. 
Stokes and Senator’ Edge. Enoch L. 
Johnson, Atlantic- County Chairman 
and former Edge lieutenant; David 
Baird Jr. of Camden, South Jersey 
leader, and John McCutcheon of Pas- 
saic are regarded as largely respon- 
sible for Mr. Kean’s victory. Mr. 
Kean also led Mr. Stokes in Essex 
County, although it was carried by 
Mr. Frelinghuysen. His unexpected- 
ly large vote in Newark and vicinity 
was said to be due to the support of 
Jesse Salmon, Republican leader 
there. 

Senator Edge met political disaster 
in his own county of Atlantic. Mr. 
Kean not only carried the county by 
nearly 16,000 over Mr. Stokes, but 
State Senator Emerson L. Richards, 
whom Senator Edge opposed for re- 
nomination, defeated Robert M. 
Johnston, who was backed by the 
Senator, by more than three to one. 

“T want thank the voters of At- 
lantic City and County for their won- 
derful support,’’ Senator Richards 
said on hearing the returns. ‘The 
decisive vote in this county to my 
kind indicates but one thing, the 
litical extinction of Walter Edge.” 


Edge to Support Nominees. 


Senator Edge issued the following 
statement: 

‘The nominees have been selected. 
Their stalwart Republicanism cannot 
be questioned and no useful purpose 
could be served either by a review of 
the contest or its result. My only de- 
sire is to see a United Republican 
party get back of the entire ticket 
and elect it.’’ 

Senator Edge’s expression of will- 
ingness to abide by the result was 
said to represent the view of many 
Republicans who fear that party 
harmony has been disrupted by Tues- 
day’# primary battles and that unless 
it is regained United States Senator 
Edwards, who was renominated with- 
out opposition, and William M. Dill, 
State Motor Vehicle Commissioner, 
who had no opposition for the Dem- 
cratic nomination for Governor, may 
have an easy road to victory next 
November. 

Judge Carey, who demanded that 
Attorney General Katzenbach im- 
pound the ballot boxes in Jersey City 
on the ground that many Democrats 
under order from Mayor Frank 
Hague, leader of the Democratic ma- 
chine, voted in the Republican = 
mary for Senator Larson and Bs 
Stokes, had nothing to add during 
the day to an early morning state- 
ment charging a conspiracy and de- 
manding a full investigation with a 
view toward criminal prosecution.

RAPHAEL CONTRACT 


OF 1508 COMES HERE} 


Paper Written by Artist in Rome 
Agrees to Paint Picture of 
the Virgin for 100 Ducats. 


AUTOGRAPH DEALER BUYS IT 


‘| Pledge Given to Cleric of Aquila 


Promises Delivery of Canvas 
Between Aug. 5 and Easter. 


By a curious coincidence there has 
come to New York a rare contract 
for the painting of the Virgin by 
Raphael, bearing a date in 1508, the 
Same year in which the artist 
painted the Cowper Madonna, bought 


last week by Sir Joseph Duveen|}- 


from Lady Desborough for the rec- 
ord price of $875,000. 

Although of the same year, the 
contract is not for the Cowper Ma- 
donna but for a larger painting with 
additional figures in a _ different 
setting. 

The agreement, all in the graceful 
and delicate handwriting of Raphael, 
has been obtained by Thomas F. 
Madigan, dealer in autographs, 48 
West Forty-ninth Street. It was ex- 
hibited at the International Raphael 
Exposition in Urbino, Italy, in 1897, 
and the original exposition ticket is 
still attached to it. A few years 
later it was acquired from an 
Austrian antiquarian by the late 
John Boyd Thacher of Albany, from 
whose estate it came to Mr. Madi- 
gan. Bearing the date of Aug. 5, 
1508, it reads in translation: 

“Be it known to whomsoever this 
present comes that I, Raphaello, son 
of Giovanni Santi of Urbino, a 
painter in Rome, am undertaking to 
paint in the residence of Messer 
Joanni Savarica de Magistris, cleric 
of Aquila and intimate of Monsignor 
Mustrissimo de Medici, an altarpiece 
eight palms in size, in which I am 
to make a large figure of our Most 
Glorius Lady in a glory of angels, 
with the Holy God as a Bishop, who 
is to hold in His hands an inner 
picture of St. John the Evangelist 
with the eagle. 

“Said picture I promise to paint 
well and faithfully, as befits a dili- 
gent master with fine and good 
colors, and good gold which shall 
enter into it, and to present it com- 
pleted between today and the Easter 
of the Crucifixion of next year; for 
which work I am under agreement 
that said Messer Joanni pay me the 
sum of one hundred gold ducats, full 
size, whenever the work shall be fin- 
ished. I make this sacred pledge in 
my own hand here in Rome on the 
day stated: I, Raphaello, as above.” 

e document also is interesting in 
that it refers to Raphael’s being in 
Rome in August, 1508, the exact date 
of his departure from Florence being 
a mystery. It is known that he was 
in Rome in September through a 
letter be wrote to Francia.

American, British and Canadian 
Honors in One Year. 


* Ever since 1909, Mrs. Dorothy 
Campbell Hurd has been hailed as 
the outstanding international golf 
player of all time.

She also has had time to play in 
England, where she won the cham- 
pionshiv in 1909 and 1911, and was 
runner-up in 1908.

Babe Had Disappointed. ' 


Two or three times before the 
folk who dwell in this. college town 
had looked forward to visits from the 
mighty Manhattan mauler, but each 
time they were destined to disap- 
pointment. Once the Babe missed 
his train. Another time, having lost 


faith in railroad transportation, Mr. 
Ruth decided to furnish his own 
means of locomotion. 

He motored over from New York. 
At least he motored part way. Cer- 
tain Connecticut officials in blue uni- 
forms decided Ruth was traveling en- 
tirely too fast, even for Ruth. He 
never reached the ball park. On still 
another occasion the Babe took sick 
from hot dog poisoning on the day 
the Yankees scheduled an exhibition 

me. 

Titoratofore the natives of New Ha- 
ven have been limited to entertain- 
ment from such figures of minor 
importance as William Howard Taft, 
Ted Coy, Gene Tunney, William 
Lyon Phelps and Bruce Caldwell. 
But today they had the Babe on dis- 
play and they made the most of it. 


Limited Space Filled. 


More persons may have seen Mr. 
Taft as he strolled across the campus 
in his undergraduate days, for Mr. 
Taft wasn’t hard to see even in those 
days. More spectators may have 
crowded into the stands for glimpses 
of Coy battering Crimson lines. More 
may even have heard the literary 
lectures of Mr. Phelps and Mr. Tun- 
ney. But the crowd today was kept 


down only because of limited space. 

The local Eastern League park was 
filled to capacity and the crowd 
overflowed onto the outfield, where 
ropes and policemen aided somewhat 
in keeping the throng out of Babe 
Ruth’s lap. As it was, he had to 
come in and play first base in order 
to get out of reach.

Thus the fastest vores this morn- 
ing was received Se high praise by 
clockers and rail birds who were out 
in the ov hours to appraise the 
Derby eligibles. This was delivered 
js Bs the Audley Farm’s Bobashela, one 

the Preakness starters, and listed 
as one of the Eastern candidates in 
the expected big field. 
reeled off a mile in 1:41 2-5. 

“As a matter of fact, the son of 
Ormondale will probably take to any 
kind of a track,” Miller Henderson, 
his trainer, said afterward. ‘But 
inthe mud, it seems to me, Bobashela 
will be hard to beat.” 

That was the impression of most 
of the rthers, too.

At the conclusion of 
the second act it turned out that the 
impudent, domineering little model 
for his brilliant masterpiece was 
none other than this designing fe- 
male in disguise. Having willingly 
become the model’s devoted servant, 
Torrelli was nevertheless sufficiently | cto 
scornful of her dissembling to draw 
— a concluding act. She continued 
aug hing in his face, badgering him 
woman’s logic and making him 
—and every man in the theatre—look 
ridiculous. Toward 11 Torrelli suc- 
rendered his freedom. That con- 
cluded a rather silly play. 
No small part of the romantic en- 
tertainment was contributed by the

relli’s disorderly studio. Before the 
disguised heiress appeared at his 
door the Master’s shirts were piled 
on: top of the bacon in his dresser 
and he carried a toothbrush in his 
pocket to remind him of brushing 
is clothes. Altogether things were 
at 9 and sevens under his sky- 
ut when the model battered her 
way through his portals he had an 
abundance of clean shirts and socks 
all laid away neatly, and he wore, 
amid some manly profanity, a bow 
necktie.

Perhaps the silliness of the play 
affected one’s enjoyment of the act- 
ing unfairly.

All 
the actors were inclined to shout— 
except Mr. Tellegen, who whispered 
reverently when the script compelled 
him to say: ‘‘You are beautiful.’’

JOINS KEITH-ALBRE 


FBO Pictures President and His 
Associates Buy Large Interest 
in Theatrical Stock. 


“| BECOMES BOARD CHAIRMAN 


E. F. Albee Is Re-elected President 
and Marcus Heiman Is Chosen 
Executive Vice President. 


E. F. Albee announced yesterday 
that Joseph P. Kennedy, President 
of FBO Pictures Corporation, has 
become associated with him and 
Marcus Heiman in the management 
of the Keith-Albee-Orpheum theatre 
circuit through the purchase of a 
large interest in the common stock 
of the company by Mr. Kennedy in 


association with a financial group. 


including Blair & Co. and Lehman 
Brothers. 

Mr. Albee also took this as an 
occasion to deny rumors which were 
current yesterday to the effect that 
he intended to retire from active 
management of the circuit with 
which he has been identified for 
forty years. On the contrary, he 
declared that he and Mr. Kennedy 
would cooperate in the working out 
of a program for the expansion of 
the circuit. Controlling interest in 
the company is still held by the 
Keith associates. 

At > meeting of the Board of Di- 

nt An sterday Mr. Albee was re- 
aetad ewident of the Keith-Albee- 
Orpheum Corporation -and. Marcus 
Heiman was chosen Executive Vice 
President. The personnel of the 
organization was strengthened by 
creating the office of Chairman of 
the Board of Directors, to which Mr. 
Kennedy was elected. The board also 
was further enlarged by the election 
of Elisha Walker, President of Blair 
& Co.. and Richard C. Hunt of the 
law firm of Chadbourne, Hunt, 
Jaeckel & Brown. There were no 
other changes in the board, Monroe 
Gutman, representing Lehman Broth- 
ers, continuing, together with Or- 
pheum and Keith representatives 
elected at the time of the company’s 
recent reorganization. 

Mr. Kennedy, who had beer active 
in the motion picture indus*ry since 
only two years ago. when he pur- 
chased the FBO Corporation from 
British interests, wes the youngest 
bank President in America when, a 
the age of 25, he -vas head of the 
Columbia Trust Company of Boston. 

Last year Mr. Kennedy arranged 
an affiliation between the FBO Cor- 
poration and the Radio Corporation 
of America, the General Electric 
Company and the Westinghouse 
Electric and Manufacturing Com- 
pany, a merger of much i portance, 
as it linked radio studios and motion 
pictures. 

“The motion picture has become 
such an important factor in the 
K-A-O theatres in the last few years 
that it is only natural we should look 
to the picture indus for a new as- 
sociate,’* Mr. Albee s ited in his an- 
nouncement yemtardey.* ‘Mr. Kennedy 
has shown in a brief but colorful ca- 
reer in the picture business such con- 
structive and organization genius that 
we consider him a tremendous asset 
to our business. He is energetic, dy- 
namic and a straight-shooter.”’ 

The interests of the Keith-Albee and 
Orpheum circuits, Pathé Exchange, 
Inc., and Producers’ Distributing 
Corporation were combined in a 
mergeér effected in March, 1927. On 
Jan. 31 last , Albee was made 
President of the merged Keith-Albee- 
Orpheum Circuit.

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KAHN PREDICTS RISE. 
OF REPERTORY THEATRE 


Urges Extension of Boston Idea to 
Other Centres—Dr. Cadman 
Praises the Movement. 


Otto H. Kahn, the Rev. Dr. 8. Parkes 
Cadman and J. Weston Alien, for- 
mer Attorney General of Massachu- 
setts, were the principal speakers 
yesterday at a luncheon at the Bank- 
ers’ Club of the national committee 
to promote the repertory theatre 
movement in America as exemplified 
by the Repertory Theatre of Boston. 
Frank Gilmore, Executive Secretary 
of the Actors Equity Association, in- 
troduced the speakers. 

The Boston Repertory Theatre was 
the first of its kind to be exemptsd 
from city, State and Federal taxation 
as a duly. incoroprated educational 
institution. The purpose of the 
luncheon was to obtain aid and sup- 
port for the extension of the Boston 
experiment to other cities. 

Mr. Kahn urged a wider recogni- 
tio:. of the cultural, social and even 
economic significance of the theatre. 
European Governments are support- 
ing the theatre and other art move- 


ments, he said, in pursuance of the 
general European realization of the 
cultural. value of these forms of ex- 
pression. 

There is no reason, Mr. Kahn said, 





why communities outside great cén-|, 


tres like New York and Boston 
should nct have their own theatrical 
enterprises and develop their own 
talents for this and other forms of 
artistic endeavor. He said the Bos- 
ton experiment will have nation- 
wide influence. 


Mr. Kan related an incident which’: 


indicated his feelings. He had ween 
called on the telephone by Barron 
Collier, who wished to know whether 
a check for $1,000 which he had de- 
termined to devote to the theatre had 
better, in Mr. Kahn’s opinion, be 
sent to the Boston Repertory Theatre 
fund or to the Shakespearian Theatre 
in Engla i. “I scratched my head 
over the t:lephone,”’ said Mr. Kahn, 
“and finally told him to send the 
check to Boston, for, after all, Amer- 
ica could be best benefited in this 
way.” 

Dr. Cadman stressed the virtues of 
the repertory theatre as a training 
school for actors. He welcomed the 
art theatre movement, he said, for 
the great lessons that may be con- 
veyed by its means. 

Mr. Allen, Executive Secretary, 
outlined the history of the Boston 
Repertor Theatre, which has com- 
pleted 400 weeks of play presentation. 
One of its chief aims was to present 
Shakespeare for the edification .of 
the youth of Boston, he said, and the 
fruitfulness of the endeavor is indi- 


cated, he added, by the fact that 
15, 00 people attended these perfor- 
mances in the last theatrical season. 
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NEW WISE MEN OF GOTHAM. 


. Chairman Morris of the Republi- 
can Committee has just declared 
that there is no hope for his party 
in this State unless it can come 
down to Greater New York with an 
up-State majority of 600,000. That 
puts the Democratic majority in 
this city 100,000 or so above any 
mark previously reached even by 
“AL” SMITH. It is this kind of in- 
nocent giving away of their case by 
the New York Republican managers 
which fills so many of their party 
with disgust. The now established 
tradition that Governor SMITH is in- 
vincible in New York has, in fact, 
been built up by the inept Republi- 
can opposition to him. Yet at a 
political crisis like the present in 
the Republican Party, the rank and 
file see their State Chairman and 
their national committeemen unable 
to make up their minds what to do. 
Mr. Morris ‘gravely announces that 
he has been canvassing one-third of 
the counties of the State, and finds 
that most of them favor the nomina- 
tion of Secretary Hoover. If that 
ratio of sentiment keeps up, he gives 
the reporters to infer that he will 
breathe a sigh of relief and then, as 
a bold leader of New York Republi- 
cans, announce that the delegation 
from this State ought to vote for 
Mr. HOOVER solidly at Kansas City. 
Till then, more fumbling, more eva- 
sion, more silence. 

If these New York Republican 
sages have any plan, they keep it 
locked in their own bosoms. It is 
true that, as we are told in the play, 
some men are reputed wise for say- 
ing nothing. But that scarcely holds 
when the time for action has come, 
and when those who wish to be led 
look to their commanders only to 
find them wringing their hands in 
uncertainty. Chairman Morris and 
Mr. HILLES may say that they can- 
not be accused of lack of courage, 
since they are still willing to lead 
the forlorn hope of drafting. Presi- 
dent Coo.ipce. But it is one thing 
to lead a forlorn hope and quite an- 
other to rush after a mirage. When 
Secretary MELLON and Senator BUT- 
LER have given up all expectation of 
getting Mr. COOLIDGE’s consent to 
run again, it is hardly the mark of 
wisdom for New York Republican 
managers still to hug their delusion. 
It is better-looking leadership to 
make a choice before having to do 
it with a hangdog air of having been 
whipped into it. 


JAPAN AND CHINA. 


Japan’s demands served upon the 
Chinese Nationalists should be con- 
sidered in the light of similar ones 
made a year ago by the Americans 
and British after the Nanking af- 
fair. Two have already been com- 
plied with—an apology by the Chi- 
nese Commander-in-Chief and the 
punishment of the Chinese General 
in command at Tsinan. The third 
demand: is a mere formality—that 
the Chinese negotiators shall have 
credentials from CHIANG KAI-SHEK, 
present ‘head ofthe Nationalist 
Party. None of these are unusual, 
nor. do they impose an unfair burden 
«on the Chinese. There remains the 
clause which insists that the Nation- 
elists shal] suspend hostilities and 
all military activities. within twenty 
miles of Tsinan and the Shantung 
Railway. While this is not unlike 
the suggestion put forward by the 
American Secretary of State a year 





#go that a neutral zone should be}. 
declared about Shanghai, it may 
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bring about a situation by which the 
Japanese will be able to dominate 
Shantung and-to cut the Nationalist 
lines of communication at will. 

: Some whose sentiments are anti- 
Japanese.are already endeavoring to 
show that this is what Japan was 
playing for, that she planned from 
the beginning to obtain a “ strangle- 
hold” on Tsinan, because to do 80 
would make it possible for her to 
control the movements of the Na- 
tionalists in their efforts to capture 
Peking. But to charge this is to pre- 
judge the Japanese before the evi- 
dence is in. It is true that if Japan 
has any such ulterior design she is 
now able to execute it. But there 
are sO many indications that she is 
z|not hostile to the Chinese National- 
ist cause and that she has no wish 
to prevent the unification of the 
Northern and Southern groups in 
China that it is impossible to accept 
this assertion at its face value. 

The present situation may be 
Summed up by saying that the 
Chinese Nationalists, dominated by 
three allied generals who are by no 
means sure of each other, CHIANG 
KAI-SHEK, FENG YU-HSIEN and 
YEN, control most of South’ China 
and the Yangtse Valley, part of 
Shantung and are moving on Pe- 
0) king. The Northerners under 
CHANG TSO-LIN are’ preparing to 
evacuate Peking and withdraw into 
Manchuria, thus facilitating the 
capture of Peking by the National- 
ists. In the meantime the Japanese 


1.00| are athwart the Nationalist lines of 


communication at Tsinan, but.so far 
have shown no desire to hamper the 
movement northward of the Nation- 
alist troops. They are, nevertheless, 
in a key position, strategically 
speaking. Yet there is no indication 
that they will take advantage of it 
| beyond making sure of the protec- 
tion of Japanese interests in Man- 
churia. So long as the fighting is 
not extended across the Manchurian 
border when CHANG TSO-LIN re- 
tires into Manchuria, the Japanese 
will not put undue pressure upon 


the Nationalists. In the meantime |, 


there is every indication that both 
the Nationalists and the Japanese 
are anxious to effect a quiet and 
friendly settlement. The spirit. of 
harshness that characterized the pe- 
riod of the famous Twenty-one De- 
mands when Japan sought to dom- 
inate China in 1915 is completely 
lacking. 








FUTURE OF ELEVATED WAYS. 


What place should be assigned to 
elevated ways in the future city? 
Shall we tear down our “L’’ lines 
and replace them by subways? 
Should we give up trying to manage 
our vehicular traffic in two dimen- 
sions and call a third to our aid? 
These questions are at the back of 
much of the current discussion of 
the city’s transit and traffic prob- 
lems. A spokesman for the Fine 
Arts Federation registers. a formal 
protest against Borough President 
MILLER’S plan for an elevated ex- 
press highway on the west side. Mr. 
BARRON COLLIER suggests waterfront 
highways on the street level divided 
by parapets into lanes, so that dif- 
ferent classes of vehicular traffic 
can be expedited. Commissioner 
HERRICK, speaking at a meeting of 
the newly formed city-wide Park 
Association, announces that he is 
going to try to dispossess the ele- 
vated from Battery Park. 

There is no doubt that the struc- 
ture to which the Park Commis- 
sioner refers is an eyesore. Judicial 
notice was once taken of it. In the 
course of the litigation over the 
“peanut parthenons” in Battery 
Park, Justice CHURCHILL declared 
that in the neighborhood of South 
Ferry the park existed in name 
‘only. ‘“ Overshadowed by the ele- 
“vated railroad structures, sur- 
“rounded by subway entrances and 
“ventilators and ferry houses, the 
“spot is blighted beyond the possi- 
“ bility of use for rest or recreation.” 
But if the elevated structure is in 
the park by grace of a temporary 
permit only, as Mr. HERRICK hints, 
that will be news to most people. 
How it arrived there in the first 
place is an interesting bit of history. 
The act of 1875 creating the first 
Rapid Transit Commission author- 
ized it to fix routes for the connec- 
tion of any existing steam elevated 
railroads with other railroads serv- 
ing the city. Under this act the 
Ninth Avenue Elevated line was 
“connected” with Grand Central 
Station’ by doubling the Battery and 
running up the east side. The law 
forbade the laying out of a route in 
Broadway south of Thirty-fourth 
Street, but counsel to the commis- 
sion held that this did not prevent 
an extension “turning” Broadway 
at its extremity. 

The old elevated lines are un- 
doubtedly an anachronism... Gradu- 
ally some of them may be dispensed 
with. .The manifest local benefits 
arising from the eliiaination of the 
Forty-second Street spur and the 
northern end of the .Sixth Avenue 
line have given rise to some popular 
demand for a program of rapid and 
general demolition. That is not 
practicable. The elevated lines car- 
ried more than a third of all of the 
city’s rapid transit passengers last 
year. They are unsightly, a hin- 
drance to traffic, and.a detriment to 
property values, but, as Mr. UNTER- 
MYER remarked in his recent re- 
port, ‘‘ all this talk about demolish- 
“ing them now is merely idle, un- 
“founded chatter.” 





Discussion of elevated motor high- 
ways has taken two forms, At one 





extreme are the followers of Dr. 
Harriss, who vision a future city 
with multiple ‘streets; layer on layer. 
At: the other .extreme.are . those 
whose distaste for the old “L.” lines 
leads them to oppose all, elevated 
structures. They lose sight of the 
fact that modern engineering and 
artistic skill can do away with many 
of the more obvious evils:of the old 
elevated ways. . They can be made 
reasonably artistic and compara- 
tively noiseless, and they can be so 
located as to, minimize interference 
with. light and air. The viaducts 
around Grand Central Station are a 
fine example of what can be done to 
fit them into the modern scheme. 

When it comes to discussing proj- 
ects like the west side improve- 
ment, wisdom lies between the two 
extremes. It certainly would not 
sanction either multiple streets in an 
exaggerated form or reproduction 
of the old unsightly elevated struc- 
tures. But raised roadways will 
have their proper place, at least in 
part of the development. The Re- 
gional Plan Committee takes the 
stand that it would be best first to 
see what can be done by way of 
clearing out the existing streets and 
adapting them to the requirements 
of more and faster traffic. Mr. 
COLLIER, too, sticks to a single level, 
at least for vehicular traffic, with 
foot-bridges for pedestrians. If 
clearing existing ways will not, in 
the judgment. of the authorities, 
afford sufficient relief, the city may 
ultimately have to come to an ele- 
vated motor highway the whole 
length of the waterfront, as pro- 
posed by Mr. MILLER, 


POLITICAL “ NEWSPAPERS.” 


The simple faith of American poli- 
ticians that putting propaganda into 
newspaper form turns the product 
into journalism has again been -re- 
vealed in the Senate investigation. 
It was testified by the pamphleteer 
who conducts a Washington weekly 
called Politics that the publica- 
tion has a subscription of 100 but 
prints from 5,000 to 10,000 copies 
which are otherwise distributed. 
The natural lass—in this instance of 
about $500 a week—is all cheerfully 
met by the publisher, a Mr. HALgE, 
formerly connected with the prohi- 
bition enforcement service in New 
York. 

Politics is dedicated to the de- 
feat of Mr. Hoover for the Presi- 
dential nomination. It contains all 
sorts of arguments against and at- 
tacks upon him. Its editor does not 
regard. Mr. HOOVER as either a 
“good American” or a “good Re- 
“ publican ”’; neither does the finan- 
cial backer, Mr. HALE. In some 
States where there was a campaign 
against the Secretary of Commerce 
credulous politicians bought thou- 
sands of copies of this pamphlet 
which could not circulate on its own 
merits and threw them into the fray. 
Being printed, and made up in news- 
paper form, Politics to them was 
therefore a newspaper, to be read 
with conviction and awe. 

Thus is demonstrated again a 
paradox in our public life. The first 
thing a politician who is criticized 
by a newspaper does is to announce 
that newspapers have no influence 
anyhow. The next thing he does 
(since even real newspapers, 
friendly to him, decline to be made 
into personal organs) is to publish 
or purchase a shoddy imitation of 
the real thing. He does not seem 
to realize that years of labor and a 
reputation for the upholding of cer- 
tain principles go into a real news- 
paper; that the very fact that a 
printed product has to be subsidized 
proves its ineffectualness; that sim- 
ply by putting propaganda into type 
and on a press does not make up 
for the lack of subscribers. Yet 
many communities, in nearly every 
campaign, behold again this evi- 
dence of the guilelessness of Amer- 
ican politicians. These moths of 
personal propaganda flutter a while 
—expensively—and die against the 
light of publicity. But all around 
them the true newspapers live and 
are read, year in and year out, by a 
public which distinctly knows the 
difference. 


WHEN THE MOVIES TALK. 


By the end of the year a thousand 
motion picture houses are to be 
transformed, a great electrical man- 
ufacturing company announces. The 
experiments made to synchronize 
eye and ear, to suit the action to the 
word, have been so successful on 
Broadway that films will cease to 
be mere photographic dumb show. 
Great orchestras will supply appro- 
priate music, whether the screen on 
which the eye is fixed is that of a 
gaudy metropolitan “ palace” or of 
an unpretentious prairie theatre. 
Plays will not only be seen but 
heard. A new vista is opened for the 
dramatist. Once more the sparkliag 
epigram, the well-turned phrase, 
even the cadences of SHAKESPEARE 
will make their appeal. An onward 
step has been taken, for the film 
acquires an added artistic and edu- 
cational value. 

What of the actors? What of that 
cosmopolitan group that now plays 
the king or the peasant in the fierce 
glare of the arcs of Hollywood? It 
has been selected largely because it 
“screens w@l.” But can it talk 
well? For talk it must if the film is 
to make the most of the opportunity 
created by. engineering skill. Ten 
years hence we may turn the pages 
of some pictorial magazine of our 


day and view with curiosity the pic-: 


tures of the stars who performed 


miracles of heroism. back in the 
primitive nineteen twenties. “Alas. 
poor Yorick, I knew him well,” we 
will comment, with a sentimental 
catch in the voice. - ‘‘ He used to play 
“the irresistible, romantic sheik: be- 
“fore the movies talked.” Holly- 
wood is now populated with such 
Yoricks—doomed to talk themselves 
out of princely salaries and popular 
admiration if they ever speak the 
lines of dukes and corporation presi- 
dents. 

All this clearly implies a revivify- 
ing of.the stage. Instead of one 
Otis SKINNER crowned because he 
speaks English with an artist’s re- 
spect for its phonetic values and 
stage traditions we shall have fifty. 
And since America dominates the 
screens of the world and pays hand- 
somely for the special ability that 
Hollywood demands, English may be 
helped in becoming the universal 
language. Have not foreign motion 
picture enthusiasts declared their 
preference for the American film? 
And must they not learn English if 
they are to make the most of the 
plays that Hollywood exports? With 
transatlantic broadcasting already a 
probability and with American films 
speaking to the world, he who does 
not understand English will cut off 
his ears. 


ENGLISH BUREAUCRACY. 


Our progressive friend, Lord Bir- 
KENHEAD, has again been beaten by 
the reactionaries. A clause in the 
Rating and Valuation bill gave the 
Ministry of Health the power to 
obtain from the High Court rul- 
ings upon questions of rating law. 
Whether these were to be advisory 
opinions, as some Government 
spokesmen believed, or “ definite and 
binding ” judgments, as the Minister 
of Health curiously maintained, here 
was a clear attempt to limit by 
statute the discretion of the Judges 
for the benefit of the Executive. 
The business of Judges is to decide 
a concrete issue between two par- 
ties, not abstract questions of law. 

Lord BIRKENHEAD called the de- 
fenders of this old principle, often 
reaffirmed in recent times, “‘ unpro- 
gressive.” The heavyweights among 
the law lords fell hard on him and 
the proposed innovation. They dwelt 
on the necessity of keeping unin- 
fringed judicial independence of the 
Executive and popular confidence in 
that independence. Palliating as 
best he could the offending clause, 
the Lord Chancellor withdrew it on 
behalf of the Government, for the 
reasons urged by its opponents. So 
one further encroachment by the 
bureaucracy has been prevented. 
These encroachments, by which the 
Civil Service, as has been said, is 
gradually restoring to. the Crown 
by statute the arbitrary powers of 
which earlier Parliaments stripped 
it, have been censured strongly by 
the courts again and again. 

The departments are always try- 
ing to magnify their functions, to 
substitute their orders for statutes 
and by statute to evade or compel 
the courts. Lord Chief Justice 
HEWART was forced to obey the Rat- 
ing and Valuation act of 1925, which 
bestowed upon the Ministry of 
Health the power, in certain condi- 
tions where previously a judicial de- 
cision would have been necessary, 
to settle the matter by order. In 
the delicious phraseology of that 
act, the Minister of Health was to 
“ remove the difficulty.” Worthy of 
GILBERT and SULLIVAN is the provi- 
sion by which he is authorized to 
alter it “so far as to the Minister 
“‘may appear necessary or expedi- 
“ent” for carrying out his orders. 

In many executive departments, 
administrative tribunals exercise ju- 
dicial powers granted them in the 
last few years; exercise them ob- 
scurely, irresponsibly. Sometimes 
the defendant has no right to ap- 
pear. Often without legal experi- 
ence or even education; released by 
statute from any consideration of 
formal decisions, they mysteriously 
arrive at their own. Often their 
proceedings are not recorded. They 
have their own rules of evidence. 
Seldom do they take the trouble to 
give the grounds of their mysterious 
judgment. In short, the English 
bureaucracy, under Governments of 
whatever party, thrives and grows, 
animated» by the genuine bureau- 
cratic spirit, so that even the truth 
about it seems caricature. 








METEOROLOGISTS AT PARIS. 


The Meteorological Conference in 
Paris is to consider, among other 
things, a svstem of charting the 
weather of the Atlantic. There is 
now the great advantage of radio 
reports from vessels at sea. Long 
ago hydrographic offices and marine 
bureaus of the principal nations 
combined to make a study of the 
climatology of the ocean and to ex- 
change information along the lines 
of the Brussels meeting of 1853, at 
which MAuRY represented the United 
States. But progress was slow. To- 
day at any hour an Atlantic steam- 
ship may report weather news of 
value to other ships and to shore 
stations. But the service requires 
organization, and obviously it will 
not end with the bulletins from wire- 
less offices at sea. The science of 
atmospheric changes in every part 
of the North Atlantic must be mas- 
tered. Until that is done, crossing 
by airplanes will be attended with 
grave risks. 

On land and along coasts a fairly 
dependakie service has been built 
up, but vrs ave only” beginning to 





learn tne crigin of storms at sea 


and. to forecast jeer evoiai fashion. 
It is seventy years since Professor 
JOSEPH HENRY laid the foundation of 
the weather service we have in the 
United States today by ‘collecting 
telegraphic reports of the weather in 
different parts of the country. Gen- 
eral ALBERT J. MEYER, General WIL- 
LIAM B. ‘HAZEN and General A. W. 
GREELY of the Signal Corps made 
valuable contributions to meteorol- 
ogy. Until 1891 the army supplied 
the weather bulletins. The work was 
then transferred to the Agricultural 
Department, with Professor HAr- 
RINGTON in charge of the Weather 
Bureau. Under him, WILLIS L. MOORE 
and CHARLES F’. MARVIN the United 
States weather service has become 
the most extensive in the world. 
The British Meteorological Office 
goes back to 1854, and is now under 
the management of a comniittee ap- 
pointed by the Air Council. For 
seventy-five years, therefore, the 
United States and British weather 
offices have concerned. themselves 
chiefly with inland and coastal, at- 
mospheric. conditions, as have the 
European Continental organizations, 
while the climatology of the ocean 
has remained a good deal of a mys- 
tery. The coming of the airplane 
has changed all that. In the future 
the secrets of not only the Atlantic 
but of other oceans must be con- 
quered, if commercial aviation is not 
to be confined to land masses. 

In March, 1928, the American liner 
Republic, from Bremen for New 
York, reported that during a violent 
storm her speed for the whole day 
averaged only 3.4 knots. At the time 
Captain HINCHLIFFE and the Hon. 
ELSIE MACKEY were supposed to be 
flying westward across the Atlantic. 
With. a scientifically accurate 
weather service they would never 
have left the British Isles. The 
same might be said of other ad- 
venturers who launched out over the 
Atlantic in planes never to be heard 
of again. In June a wireless station 
designed to pick up weather reports 
from vessels at sea and distribute 
them four times a day will be opened 
by the Portuguese Government at 
Horta, the Azores. That should be 
a great help both to surface ships 
and airplanes. The ice patrol of the 
United States Government has 
proved serviceable, for where there 
are icebergs there will be dense fogs 
when the thermometer rises. Behind 
such agencies the meteorologists 
must constantly be studying phe- 
nomena of winds and rainfall. 
Oceanic cyclones and anticyclones 
must have their earnest attention. 
The Greenland mass, extending over 
22 degrees of latitude, “forms an 
“ absolute barrier to any orderly cir- 
“culation of cold air.” Tempests, in 
consequence, burst from Greenland 
with alarming suddenness over the 
North . Atlantic. Cyclonic depres- 
sions occur on many days on both 
the North and South Atlantic. Out 
of the Paris conference should come 
a great deal of helpful information 
and wise counsel. 


OONSTITUTIONAL REFORM IN 
INDIA. 


Time is counted upon to work a 
change for the better in India’s 
present attitude toward the Simon 
Parliamentary Commission which 
recently concluded its preliminary 
survey of the problem of constitu- 
tional reform. Sir JOHN SIMON, on 
his return to England, pointed out 
that India’s boycott on the commis- 
sion has been waning. Three prov- 
inces have expressed their desire to 
cooperate in drawing up the contem- 
plated report for the guidance of 
Parliament. By September, when 
the work of drafting the report is 
to begin, it is hoped that other sec- 
tions of Indian sentiment will fall 
into line. Still, the three are only 
one-third of the number of provinces 
in which the present Indian Constitu- 
tion with its limited scheme of self- 
government operates, and they are 
not the most populous. It is by no 
means certain that native opinion 
in the majority will swing over to 
acceptance of the commission unless 
the Summer months are employed 
in quiet peace negotiations. 

Indian resentment was stirred by 
the omission of native representa- 
tives from the commission. The con- 
tention that this was far from being 
intended as a slur is well founded. 
As RAMSAY MACDONALD has stated, 
the appointment of a purely British 
body with which representatives of 
native opinion were invited to confer 
was something like recognition of 
an autonomous Indian authority 
with the suggestion of treaty-mak- 
ing powers. But logic has failed to 
overcome native susceptibilities so 
far. [t may succeed in the next few 
months. Sir JOHN SIMON is careful 
to speak of the “preliminary sur- 
vey” conducted by his commission. 
Its duty is not to draft a new con- 
stitutional scheme, but to lay infor- 
mation before Parliament. Studies 
on the ground in India are to be 
supplemented by the analysis of a 
vast mass of data otherwise avail- 
able. In this process, says Sir JOIN 
SIMON, “our proposal that Indian 
“committees should work with us 
“on equal terms in joint conference 
“ still affords the opportunity for 
“responsible Indian statesmen to 
“join in the work of constructing 
“the future Constitution of India.” 

It.is by stressing the “ equal 
terms” on which native opinion is 
invited to cooperate that injured na- 
tive sentiment may in time be pla- 
cated. Largely it seems to be a 
question of amour propre. British 
resourcefulness should: be able to 
discover the balm for wounded feel- 
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ings. ‘A certain hearbe: of self-ef- 
facement on the part of'the Simon 
Commission, with added emphasis on 
the réle to he played by. spokesmen 
for India, is the line suggested in 
a recent editorial : in biesdt London 
Observer. |

A letter to THe 
TIMES reminded 
readers that the 
craze on Wall Street 
is only recurrence 
of a vagary very old and very familiar. 
Given favoring circumstances, the 
contagion of speculative excitement 
is as apt to run wild in these modern 
days as it did in the celebrated ‘‘Mis- 
sissippi bubble’ of 1719, or even 
in the extraordinary Dutch ‘‘tulip 
mania’’ of half a century later. There 
can be no doubt of the psychological 
resemblance; it is at least one evi- 
dence for the contention that, even 
if old-fashioned economic law may 
have been rendered obsolete by the 
new ideas of finance and industry, 
financial human nature remains very 
much what it was before. - 

The old-time speculations suggest 
another principle. JoHN Law’s 
‘Mississippi Company,’’ with the 900 
per cent. speculative premium to 
which its 250,000 shares eventually 
rose, has been for two centuries a 
symbol of perverted finance, and not 
less so the tulip speculation with tts 
$10,000 bids for ‘“‘Semper Augustus” 
bulbs. Still there was a certain 
method in each case of madness. The 
share capital of the Mississippi com- 
pany was something like $125,000,000 
in our money, a prodigious sum for 
those days; yet the French Govern- 
ment, which then controlled the Mis- 
sissippi Valley, had awarded the com- 
pany virtually exclusive rights to the 
commerce of that region. The spec- 
ulation might have been a very good 
one if the stock and the privileges 
had remained the same until 1928. 

Even the “tulip mania’ was not 
absolutely senseless; for Holland ex- 
ports annually nowadays to the 
United States alone $7,000,000 worth 
of bulbs. The obvious flaw in both 
speculations was that they undertook 
to ‘‘discount the possibilities’ of the 
enterprise too suddenly and too far 
in advance. But that is apt to be the 
flaw of a speculative craze.

on2 of the questions was, ‘‘What is 
the English term for what we know 
as the instalment plan?’’ Our phrase 
is descriptive of the method of pay- 
ment. England’s ‘‘hire-purchase’’ 
suggests the possession of something 
for which regular rents are paid. 
Both, of course, megn precisely the 
same plan of buying. 

“Hiring anything is an expression 
which is common in certain parts of 
this country New Englanders some- 
times speak of a borrower as one 
who hires money. Ordinarily Ameri- 
cans do not think of hiring such 
things as a gas range. It is rented, 
or bought on the instalment plan. If 
an article is hired, it is usually for 
a short period, with no thought of 
permanent possession or purchase. 
An automobile, for example, would 
be hired or rented for a day’s use, 
but hiring would be no part of the 
terminology if it were bought and 
paid for over a period of months. 
But the chauffeur might be hired for 
an indefinite length of time. 

In.a discussion of instalment buy- 
ing The London Morning Post quoted 
a Judge who upheld it on the ground 
that it was now an old-established 
system by which anything may be 
obtained. As proof of the latter point, 
The Post cites the case of the wiberal 
Party, ‘“‘which Mr. Lioyp GerorGE 
bought. upon the hire-purchase sys- 
tem some little time ago.’”’

Thoughts of Two Famous and Lov- 
able Henrys Evoked by: Editorial, 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In a recent issue of THz TIMES my 
eye was caught by the caption in 
Topics of The Times ‘A Louisville 
Landmark.’’ It was pleasant read- 
ing and recalled to me some delight- 
ful memories. 

Henry Bain was all that was said 
of him; he was one of a rapidly dis- 
appearing class that -enjoys the 
friendship, respect and affection of 
those whom they serve and live 
among. 

This was especially true of Bain 
and Colonel Watterson, and I know 
something of why the one was al- 
ways chosen to arrange the dinners 
for the other, because I have been 
shown. I recall in particular one of 
these at the Pendennis Club on which 
Henry had special orders to spread 
himself. He did, and the result was 
all that the most fastidious epicure 
could wish, so that ‘‘Marse Henry’’ 
was in his happiest vein, regaling us 
with story after story. 

One of these, that he gave in his 
inimitable way, was of purely local 
color. It was about an old reprobate 
who had infested one of the Blue 
Grass towns in which his long and 
utterly useless life was passed and 
in due course came to an end. His 
funeral was largely attended, chiefly 
by neighbors curious to know what 
the preacher would or could say in 
the inevitable Baptist sermon. This 
was delivered at some emotional 
length about death in general, with 
no particular reference to the then 
deceased until the peroration, which 
was concluded with this tribute: 


He had horses, and he rin ‘em, 

He had chickens, and he fit ’em, 

He had cyards, and he played ’em— 
And of sich is the kingdom of Heaven! 


Truly, those who know the two 
Henrys at their best have something 
worth remembering.

If those who enjoy the beauty of River- 
side Drive, whether as residents or as mo- 
torists, will write to the company's President 
protesting against the sign, the company 
may be brought to realize that the sign 
is not altogether an asset. Then, perhaps, 
it may be taken down, and other adver- 
tisers will be given a warning lesson.

SAYS MESSAGE PAVED WAY: 


President’s Speech to Congress Jan. 
23, 1917, Started Nation to Free- 
dom, Says Ex-Premier. 


Ignace Jan Paderewsky, pianist 
and former Premier of Poland, 
speaking last night at a dinner given 
in his honor under the auspices of 
the Kosciusko Foundation at the 
Hotel Commodore, declared that the 
“resurrection” of Poland had come 
‘‘from the United States and through 
the United: States.”” It had been set 
in motion, he said, by President Wil- 
son’s message to the Senate on Jan. 
23, 1917. 

The effect on his audience of more 
than 1,000 persons was marked when 
Paderewski announced that he would 
explain for the first time, although 
he had been asked to explain many 
times before, ‘‘what was behind that 
waezage’’® delivered by President 
Wilson, who was afterward regarded 
generally by the people of Poland as 
their ‘“‘benefactor and the father of 
their liberty.’’ 


Paderewski began his address by 
saying he felt as one might on triai. 
He had been accused by previous 
speakers, he ap gern of many 
things of which he alone was not 
guilty, but in Pa se of which oa 
had had ‘ 


mplices.””

Wilson’s Message Paved Way. 


He paused before making his dec- 
laration that the resurrection -of Po- 
land had come from and through 
America, the hush recalling similar 
silences which Paderewski, as pian- 
ist, had brought about by merely sit- 
ting at his piano before beginning 
to play. When the applause had sub- 
sided Paderewski continued: 

7 those of verv great igno- 
rance, or of very bad faith, would 
deny that this is true. President 
Wilson’s famous ‘fourteen psints’ 
have been referred to as having 
much to do with the start of this 
movement. It began before that. In 
his me e to the Senaate on Jan. 
23, 1917, esident Wilson said that 
statesmen everywhere were agreed 
that theres hould be a united in- 
dependent and autonomous Poland. 

“Many times I have been asked, 
A word of mouth and by letter, to 

tell “tine % was really behind that mes- 
sage. I have felt that I could not 
answer heretofore, but tonight I 
shall tell you and I hope my many

“Not long before the date of the 
delivery of that message I wrote a 
memorandum on Poland at the re- 
quest of Colonel E. House. 
When Colonel House asked me to 
write the memorandum I was sur- 
prised. I told him I had to give a 
recital and that I would have to 
work on my program. However, I 
worked for four hours on my recital 
program, then devoted thirty-six 

ours of uninterrupted work to the 
Memorandum on Poland. 


Praises Relief Commission. 


“Colonel House took it with him to 
Washington. About a week later I 
calied on him and he said that Pres- 
ident Wilson was much pleased with 
it. He told me: 

‘**Get ready. The first shot will be 
fired soon and it will take your 
breath away.’

Dr. Stafford of Boston’s Old 
South Says Protestants Should 
Respect Catholic Convictions. 


NEW MODERATOR IS CHOSEN 


State Congregationalists Elect Dr. 
Murtfeldt of Utica at Syra- 
cuse Conference.

SYRACUSE, May 16.—A church 
that is divided in svirit and purpose 
eannot Christianize the pagan world 
the Rev. Dr. Alonzo W. Fortune, 
pastor of Central Church, Disciples 
of Christ, of Lexington, Ky., told a 
joint meeting.of the New York State 
Congregational Conference and the 
New York and New Jersey Christian 
Missionary Society in Plymouth Con- 
gcegational Church tonight. He em- 
phasized the growing tendency to- 
ward. union of: the two bodies which 
has been so pronounced since the 
joint convention opened. 

Addressing the same meeting on 
“Church Unity and the World’s 
Need,’”’ the Rev. Dr. Russell Henry 


Stafford, stor of Old South Con- 
gregational Church of Boston, said 
that no reunion, for a long time to 
come, at least would include all 
Christians, for there was a principle 
at stake between the Catholics and 
the Protestants. 

‘‘Catholics,’? he said, ‘‘sincerely be- 
lieve that Christ founded a church 
with orders and sacraments, the sole 
covenanted channel of grace, in 
which we Protestants by our own 
choice have no part.

present a united front to the world.” 
At a dinner meeting of the Mis- 
sionary Society tonight it was an- 
nounced that plans were being car- 
ried forward for the erection of a 
new communal house at Second Ave- 
nue and Tenth Street, New York 
City, for which $300,000 is being 
raised. Thus far $150,000 has been 
obtained.

SAYS HUSBAND AND GIRL 
FLED TO PALESTINE 


Mrs. Rose. Katz in Suit Tells of 
Finding Them There With 
Her Three Children. 





Affidavits filed in a separation 
action. in the Brooklyn Supreme 
Court yesterday supplied a unique 
sequel to a shooting that occurred 
more than five years ago. The suit 
was brought by Mrs. Rose Katz. of 
679 Cleveland Street, Brooklyn, 
against Morris Katz, President of the 
Eagle Cloak and Suit Company of 
306 West Thirty-eighth Street, Man- 
hattan. 

Katz was shot on Dec. 30, 1922, as 
he was leaving his establishment by 
a person who, although dressed as a 
man, later proved to be a woman. 
She turned the pistol on herself after 
firing at Katz. Both recovered and 
it developed that the young woman’s 
name was Miss Ethel Bosseck, who 
had once been employed by Katz. 

In papers filed yesterday by Mrs. 
Katz and her young son they tell 
how Katz fled to Palestine with Miss 
Bosseck, taking the Kaiz~’ three 
children with them. The journey to 
Palestine is described in an affidavit 
by Fred Katz, 13 years old, who tells 
how he was taken aboard a steam- 
ship by his father and introduced to 
Miss Bosseck, whom he was in- 
structed to call ‘‘mother.’’ 

**You. might as well, for you’ll 
never see your real mother again,’ " 
the boy quotes his father as saying. 

Mrs. Katz’s affidavit relates how 
she borrowed money to make the 
journey to Palestine in 1926, how she 
found her husband with Miss Bos- 
seck established in a luxurious home 
with a $60,000 orange plantation ad- 
joining, and how she regained pos- 
session of her children and embarked 
on the trip back to America. 

Katz later returned and only last 
Monday figured in another shooting 
when he was arrested after he had 
whipped out a pistol and fired into 
sidewalk crowds at Seventh Avenue 
and Thirty-eighth Street. One bullet 
struck Louis Katz of the Hotel Times 
Square. Louis Katz was not a rela- 
tive and said he did not know Morris 
Katz. The wounded man was taken 
to New York Hospital in a serious 
condition. 

Morris Katz, whose cloak and suit 
company was damaged by a bomb 
explosion on March 31, told the police 
he had fired at a group of men he 
thought were “strong arm labor 
union men.’’ 

The filing of the papers yesterday 
was made in connection with an ap- 
plication for $500 a month alimony 
and $3,500 counsel fees pending trial 
of the separation suit. The Court re- 
served decision on the application. 
Katz was represented by counsel yes- 
terday.

Methodists at Kansas City Ap- 
prove Selection of Bishops 
by Natives. 


DEBATE A STORMY ONE 


But Excited Delegates Stand and 
Sing Hymn In Triumph at 
Victory.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., May 16.— 
Amid much enthusiasm the Method- 
ist General Conference passed a con- 
stitutional amendment, which if rati- 
fied by two-thirds of the 117 local] 
annual conferences, will make the 
church no longer an American Meth- 
odist body with ‘‘foreign’’ affilia- 
tions but a church with autonomy in 
various lands. 

The conference voted to give- Meth- 
odists in other lands now affiliated 
with the American church the power 
to elect their own bishops, govern 
their own affairs and to be part of 
the ‘‘diversity which is union.’’ 

After the vote the delegates roge 
and sang as a song of victory, ‘‘All 
Hail the Power of Jesus’ Name.”’ 

Adoption came after stormy de- 
bate. The final count stood 766 to 
64. The delegates debated for 2 
hours. More than 1,000 spectators 
in the galleries applauded the de- 
cision. 

The issue was brought in by a 
special commission of twenty-five 
delegates, eleven of them from. con- 
ferences outside the United States. 
This commission was headed by Dr. 
Lewis O. Hartman of Boston, editor 
of Zion’s Herald. 

Thirteen speakers, alternately for 
and against the report, spoke before 
the vote came. ose against the 
amendment for the most part be- 
lieved the Church in the United 
States should remain apart and su- 
preme, while those in favor spoke of 
an international principle of equality 
of all before Christ. ‘“‘The change 
would divide and weaken the Church 
in America,”’ wi a ga said. ‘‘The 
change was absolutely necessary to 
insure growth of the Methodist work 
in other lands, at this time in post- 
war history so charged with national 
consciousness,’’ proponents replied. 

“You are even voting denational- 
ization of the Church here,’’ Dr. W. 
A. C. Hughes of the Washington 
Conference said. ‘‘Foreign churches 
will need a united American Method- 
ism behind them.’’ 

The American Church, by abandon- 
ing the implied attitude of an in- 
dulgent parent, would win greater 
respect and enthusiasm for the 
Christian cause in all lands, said 
Edwin F. Lee of Singapore. And 
there was no requirement that the 
American Church divide into central 
conferences also. It could remain as 
it was, at the discretion of a two- 
thirds vote of the General Confer- 
ence. 

‘‘We are going back to Wesley,’’ 
Dr. Hartman said. ‘‘From England, 
in the days of the Revolutionary 
War, he sent out emissaries of 
Methodism who were to allow Amer- 
ica to organize and rule its own 
Methodist Church. 

“From erica, now, we send out 
emissaries to start self-governing 
and independent Methodist churches 
in.all parts of the world. 

“We will stand united in this di- 
versity, one power before God, demo- 
cratic and Christian, truly. It is the 
secret of a world Methodist Church.”’ 


SOUTHERN BAPTISTS 
AVOID MOOT SUBJECTS 


Bat Gov. Smith’s Candidacy and 
Evolution Will Come Up at 
Chattanooga Meeting.

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., May 16.

The final decision was 
reached on the ground that the reso- 
lution will not be litical but will 
have to do ‘‘with the moral issues’’ 
surrounding the race for the Presi- 
dency.

Inspectors to Keep Vigil for Law

A drastic shake-up in the Health 
Department was announced yester- 
day by Health Commissioner Harris, 
who said that no charges of graft 
were involved. James E. Thomson; 
Acting Director of the Bureau of 
Food and Drugs, which has charge 

got all milk inspection, was retired 
from the department Tuesday, Dr. 
Harris said. Andrew Reitwiesner, 
Assistant Director, has been desig- 
nated to succeed him. ; 

Inspector Alfred V. Blewett: has 
been assigned to a new office, that 
of Supervisor at Large of County 
Milk Inspection. He will have charge 
of all Health Department activities 
at the sources of supply in the New 
York milk shed, which is the area 
approximately 400 miles about the 
metropolis. : 

The Sanitary Bureau and the Bu- 
reau of Foods and Drugs are to be 
merged, according to Dr. Harris’s 
present plans. This will give a force 
of about 250 inspectors, who may be 
mobilized in time of need for health 
policing in the city. 


. Four Supervisors Demoted. 


Two inspectors have been relieved 
of field work and advanced to super- 
visory work in the Health Depart- 
ment. Seven country inspectors have 
been transferred to the city and four 
supervisors reduced to the rank of 
inspectors. Two of these are from 
the country and two from the city, 
one of the latter being a veterinary 
surgeon. Dr. Harris said the two in- 
spectors brought in for supervisory 
duties here would aid in detecting 
and preventing any circumvention of 
the Sanitary Code in relation to the 
somee®. handling and distribution of 
milk. 

“Further changes are contem- 
plated,’ Dr. Harris said. “In the 
nrésent situation there are noirregu- 
lerities or evidences of sinister prac- 
tices, but the changes are deemed 
necessary to bring the methods of 
work into complete harmony with my 
experience and my convictions of the 
needs of the service. I am _ puitin 
in command, and will continue to pu 
in command, men who are more in 
sympathy with my point of view. 

‘“‘All the inspectors, whether en- 
gaged in food or milk inspection or 
in sanitary inspection, will be con- 
solidated into a single bureau. For 
several months the nucleus of such a 
consolidated lay inspection service 
has been tried out in Manhattan. In 
an area extending from West Hous- 
ton Street to Twenty-third Street and 
from Broadway to the North River, 
we have assigned a small group of 
men who have received a -special 
course of training. Each of these 
men has a beat precisely like’ that 
assigned to a policeman, and in. that 
beat he is responsible for every viola- 
tion, whether’ it relates to stréets, 
smoke or the numberless nuisances 
that may occur or whether it con- 
cerns the manufacture, sale and ser- 
vice of foods and drinks. 


Calls 250 Force Inadequate. i 


“We are tightening up the organ- 
ization of the country and city milk 
inspection to such a degree that we 
will not need to feel any further con- 


cern about the proper administration 
of these vital branches of the work. 
We will effect a consolidation of the 
two bureaus which will mobilize .a 
total staff of approximately 250 in- 
spectors for a combined health polic- 
ing service in the city. This falls 
short by far of what we need for the 
prones health ; polieing of the city, but

Dr. Harris said Mr. Thomson sub- 
mitted his application for retirement 
to the Board of Health Tuesday, to 
take effect July 16.

He lained that 
Mr. Thomson had completed twenty 
years of service in Janu and was 
eligible for retirement en. He 
would be given a-month’s vacation, 
the Commissioner said.

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WIFE ASKED DEATH, 
CAMPBELL ASSERTS 


Slayer . Testifies She Bought 
Hammer for Him to Strike 
Her in Sleep. 


HE BREAKS DOWN ON STAND 


Unnerved by Sight of Weapon in 
Lawyer’s Hands, Ends Story of 
Misfortunes to Jury. 


Cecil Clyde Campbell, who killed 
his wife last Feb. 6 in the Grand 
Hotel, broke down yesterday on the 
witness stand in General Sessions be- 
fore Judge Donnellan and a jury as 
he stared at the hammer with which 
the crime was committed. 

The entire session was taken up 
with direct examination by Hyman 
Bushel, his lawyer, who got him to 
tell his life history. Beginning with 
his youth as a contractor in Mexico, 
he told of being captured by bandits, 
of the loss of his fortune, his mar- 
riage and the physical mishaps and 


financial reverses which finally led 
to tragedy. 


Wondered How to Obtain Food. 


He told of various failures of credi- 
tors to pay him money, of his in- 
ability to pay debts, of living in a 
darkened house where the electricity 
and gas had been cut off, with his 
finances so.low that he wondered 
how to obtain the next meal. It was 
then, he went on, that his partner 
in a real estate business came to 
town, and he was sure he would ob- 
tain funds. His wife awaited him in 
a railway station to hear the good 
news. 

But when she saw his face, he said, 
she exclaimed, ‘‘C., there’s . some- 
thing wrong.’’ When she _ had 
forced him to tell of the unsuccessful 
interview, he » she declared, 
“There is nothing left for us but to 
jump off Brooklyn Bridge.’’ He added 
that she had ‘‘cried a little in a cor- 
ner of the station.’’ 

He persuaded her to ‘‘talk it over.’’ 
They decided upon suicide together, 
he said. Two nights they crossed 
back and forth on the Staten Island 
ferry, ‘‘but there were always too 
many .people around. We could not 
jump off with so many people there.”’ 


Says She Bought Hammer. 
They had but a few cents left by 
now, he went on. Mrs. Campbell tried 
to obtain a refund on some unused 
silk stockings, but in vain.. Then, he 
said, she bought the hammer at a 
ten-cent store and asked him to kill 


her while she slept. He demurred, 
he said, and they considered jumpin 
from the window, but conclude 
the risk of hurting some one below 
was too great. 

While Campbell was talking, Mr. 
Bushel produced the hammer, and 
laid it on the table in sight for the 
man on trial. When Campbell told 
of arising in the night, Mr. Bushel 
picked up the hammer. The witness’s 
hand trembled. He talked more 
slowly. His hand half covered his 
eyes. 

“IT guess I struck her,’’ he mur- 
mured. 

‘“‘How many times?’’ 

“‘T—oh, I don’t know.”’ 

Mr. Bushel, seizing the hammer 
again, started to ask if it was the 
weapon used, but Campbell’s head 
dropped to the back of the chair, his 
hand, trembling violently, hid the 
hammer from his 2 age

PARLIAMENT ARIANS END 
PRAYER-BOOK PARLEYS 


Committee Decides That Bill Does 
Not Prejudice Constitational 
Rights—Goes First to 


Commons.

LONDON, May 16.—The Ecclesi- 
astical Committee of Parliament de- 
cided today, by 20 votes to 3, that 
the revised Church of England 
Prayer-book measure does not prej- 
udice constitutional rights, and it 
will, therefore, be considered by 
Parliament early next month. 

This time last year’s procedure 
will be reversed and the measure 
will come in the first instance be- 
fore the House of Commons. If it 


is passed there it will be brought be- 
fore the House of Lords, which last 
year passed it in advance of the 
Commons. 

Those who opposed the prayer- 
book last year are likely to oppose 
it as revised this year, since the re- 
visions make no change in principle. 

Sir William Joynson Hicks, the 
Home Secretary, will again lead the 
attack. The defense will probably 
be better organized than last year, 
when it was surprised and over- 
whelmed by the unexpected strength 
of the opposition in the House of 
Commons. 


LONDON, May 16 ().—The Ecclesi- 
astical Committee of Parliament has 
decided to report the prayer-book 
measure to the Legislative Commit- 
tee of the Church of England Assem- 
bly, so that the latter body may ex- 
press an opinion before the matter is 
again presented to Parliament.

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Heavy Break in Speculative 
Stocks After Early Bidding Up 
—Money Holds Firm. 


On Wednesday of last week, a sud- 
den break of 5 to 10 points in stocks 
which speculators tried to sell made 
Wall Street momentarily look grave. 
The professional sponsors of the pres- 
ent market decided that it was time 
to intervene; they started bidding up 
the airplane shares, to whose market 
valuation they subsequently added, 
with the assistance of a wildly en- 
thusiastic outside public, 68 and 90 
points respectively. Yesterday morn- 
ing the same stocks were driven up 
23 and 81 points; there were then 
efforts to ‘“‘take profits,” and an 
almost immediate break ensued of 25 
points in Wright Aeroplane and 42 
in Curtiss. 

In accordance with all experience, 
and this time with good reason, the 
violence of this break threw the 
speculative market as a whole into 
great demoralization. Other stocks 
had made early further advances 
along with the airplanes; there were 
immediate declines of 6 to 11 points 
in some of them, Radio shares in 
particular falling 18 points. The 
day’s decline was very irregularly 
distributed, but the trend of every- 
thing was downward, even with the 
railway stocks. What provided a 
contrast with the preliminary break 
of a week ago was that the profes- 
sional promoters of the buying craze 
either did not choose to stage a 
counter-demonstration or were unable 
to do so. There was scarcely any 
perceptible late recovery; prices as 
a rule ended at or very near the 
day’s lowest. 

What will be the immediate sequel 
to this reversal in the market is no 
doubt still a mattcr of conjecture, 
though nobody with more than twelve 
months’ experience in Wall Street en- 
tertains great doubt as to the longer 
sequel. Moralizing would be super- 
fluous at this stage of the episode. 
It might perhaps be remarked, how- 
ever, that even calmer observers had 
‘predicted that the rock ahead of the 
speculation of 1928 would probably 
be some unexpected news, whereas 
yesterday’s market simply broke 
down from its own weight. A half- 
hearted attempt to ascribe the de- 
clines to the day’s steel trade and 
car-loading returns occasioned only a 
rueful smile around the Stock Ex- 
change. 

As a matter of fact, the two “‘trade 
barometers” repeated their familiar 
and puzzling contrasts in yesterday’s 
reports. In the steel trade’s activities 
the midweek surveys show little or no 
relaxation’ the Chicago mills remain 
at their recent high operating basis 
of 95 per cent. of capacity. But the 
returns of freight loaded for trans- 
portation on the railways, covering 
this time the first week of May, 
again fall below the corresponding 
week of 1927, 1926, 1925 and 1923. 
The decrease from last year is 4% 
per cent. and out of the total reduc-’ 
tion of 45,099 cars only 2,146 were 
accounted for by coal. This showing 
of smaller traffic than in 1927, both 
in coal and in other merchandise, 
has been made in every week of the 
present year and the total decrease 
for the present year to date has been 
934,000 cars from 1927 and 521,000 
from 1926. 

Along with this, by way of con- 
fusing ideas of the actual trade situa- 
tion, comes yesterday’s Labor Bu- 
reau compilation on April unemploy- 
ment. There has been very general 
talk regarding the folly of drawing 
inference from a decline in manufac- 
turing labor forces as compared with 
the past five years. The contention 
had some warrant, when it was 
known that greater efficiency with 
a smaller payroll was the manufac- 
turer’s present objective and that the 
bureau’s returns do not cover em- 
ployment in building or agriculture 
or in ‘‘service occupations.” ifever- 
theless, an April manufacturing ‘‘em- 
ployment percentage’ 55% per cent. 
under that of a year ago, 75, below 
1926 and 15% below 1923 reflects a 
pretty large reduction. The recent 
special inquiry of the bureau, con- 
ducted in response to the Senate’s 
resolution, estimated that, in the 
manufacturing and railway indus- 
tries, 753,108 workingmen had been 
‘“‘released’’ since 1925. 


TO SUSPEND TRADING

The Stock Exchange offices will re- 
main open as usual but only for the 
transaction of routine office busi- 
ness. Member firms will be required 
to keep their offices open to dispose 
of accumulated cleri work. 

It was learned yesterday that most 
of the large exchange houses, after 
five Saturday. suspensions, are still 
far behind with their bookkeeping. 
There is as yet, however, no inten- 
tion of making the Sairaey een 
a rmanent rule. The change 
authorities are still hoping that the 
general stock market organization 
will reach such a point of efficiency, 
even under the strain of uncommonly 
heavy trading, as to make it possible 
to resume the regular six-day week 
schedule. —

volatile stocks, and the whole mar- 
ket at the close was staggering under 
the impact of the heavy offerings.

United States Government Issues 
Under Pressure, With Third 
Liberties at 100 3-16. 


Trading in bonds was ona fairly 
active. scale: yesterday, but prices in 
general ranged lower, mainly as a re- 
sult of the firm money market. Total 


transactions amounted to more than 
$13,000,000, and at.the close the aver- 
age price of forty. representative do- 
mestic bonds showed a net aes 
of .19 for the aay, while the. avera 
of ten foreign Government bon 
was .14 lower.

C.F; McTague Says 7 Says They Have 
Increased 228% in 13 Years, 
With 22% Rise in Dividends, 


FINDS EARNINGS INADEQUATE 


He Tells Kiwanis Club’s Luncheon 
Talk of Government Guarantee 
Is. Fallacious. 


Railroad taxes have increased 228 
per cent. in the last thirteen years 
as opposed to a 22 per cent. increase 
in. dividends, according to figures 
quoted yesterday by Charles F. Mc- 
Tague, assistant freight traffic 
Manager of the Lackawanma Rail- 
road, who spoke at the Kiwanis 
Club’s lucheon in the Hotel McAlpin 
on “Tlew ‘York and the Ra#roads.” 
A 20 per cent. reduction in freight 


rates would bankrupt many railroad 
companies, he said. 

“The railroads,’”’ Mr. McTague 
said, ‘‘are placed in the position of 
being compelled to pay from year to 
year enormous increases in taxes on 
improvements to. provide adequate 
service, while at the same time the 
return which carriers are permitted 
to earn on the capital so invested has 
at no time reached the fair mark to 
which they are entitled under the 
Franepectation act of 1920.’’ 

McTague asserted that rail- 
aaa ‘emerged as financial losers 
whenever they completed new bene- 
fits and improvements for the safety 
and comfort of the public. For in- 
stance, he said, when a grade cross- 
ing was eliminated the railroad not 
on. br jen pay a.large part of the 
of construction, but the result- 
ing bridge frequently became an ob- 
ject of new taxation. Tihe complete 
separation of railroads from high- 
ways would reduce or even _com- 
rete aT eliminate the alarmingly high 
number of crossing casualties, but 
it would take generations of time and 
cost about $19,000,000,000, he said. 
“Talk of a Government guarantee 
to the railroads is fallacious,”’ Mr. 
McTague continued. ‘‘In accordance 
with the Transportation act of 1920, 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
fixed 5% per cent. as a fair return 
after March 1, 1922, on the commis- 
sion’s tentative valuation of the rail- 
roads. This tentative valuation is an 
arbitrary one, far below a fair valua- 
tion recognizing all the elements of 
ue assured ‘to the ordinary prop- 
erty owner. If there had been such 
@ guarantee, the Government would 
now owe the railroads more than 


2,000,000, 

A better Por: of the figures 
which depict the utter dependency of 
the peole on railroads would clear up 
misunderstandings and place the 
railroads in their proper status in the 
community as ‘‘a partner that has 
given more in service and benefits 
than it has received in tolls,’’ Mr.

UP IN PHILADELPHIA 


Wall St. Discusses Possible 
Effect on Federal Reserve 
Bank Here. 


DIRECTORS TO MEET TODAY 


Seven Institutions In System Now 
on 44 P. C. Basis — Call 
Money at 5!4 P. C. 


An advance from 4 to 4% per cent. 
in the rediscount rate of the Federal 
Reserve Bank of Philadelphia, word 
of which reached Wall Street after 
the close of the stock market yes- 
terday, caused wide discussion in the 
financial district, particularly in con- 
nection with the bearing it might 
have on the movement of the redis- 
count rate in New York. The Phila- 
delphia advance placed seven out of 
the twelve. Federal] Reserve Banks 
on a 4% per cent. rediscount basis. 
The movement was started by the 
banks at Chicago and Boston, which 
advanced their rates from 4 to 4% 
per cent. on. April 20, since which 
time similar readjustments had been 
made at Richmond, Dallas, St. Louis 
and wroneenels, 

The possibility of a rate advance 
at New York has been the subject 
of widespread conjecture in stock 
market and. banking circles ever 
since the changes were announced 
in Chicago and Boston. It was said 
yomereey that if the directors of the 

ew York bank considered that 
events justified it, there was no rea- 


.|son why the rate might not be ad- 


vanced a full 1 per cent. to 5 per 
cent., but most authorities consider 
such extreme action decidedly un- 
likely, and there is‘a possibility that 
no change will be made in the rate 
here for the present. 


Directors to Meet Today. 


Directors of the New York bank 
will meet this afternoon, and their 
decision on the rediscount rate will 
be awaited with unusual interest. 
The air in Wall Street yesterday was 


full of rumors, one of which was 
that a special meeting of the Re- 
serve Bank directors had been called 
yesterday afternoon. This particular 
report was denied promptly. 

Federal Reserve authorities for 
weeks have indicated their disap- 
proval of the unprecedented volume 
of speculation in the stock market, 
which has been accompanied by rap- 
idly rising prices and mounting loans 
to brokers. This disapproval has 
taken the form of selling of United 
States Government securities by the 
Reserve banks, which has helped to 
harden money rates. The stock mar- 
ket, however, has ignored all warn- 


ings and has gone ahead with spec-. 
What ef- | $3 


tacular advances in prices. 
fect an advance in the rediscount 
rate would have is problematical and 
formed the chief topic of conversa- 
tion in Wall Street yesterday after- 
noon. An advance would be inter- 
preted unmistakably as a gesture by 





the Reserve Bank against excessive 
speculation, but the present market 
has paid no attention to such devel- 
opments. 


Present Rate Since February. 


The last, change in the New York 
rediscount,rate took place on Feb. 3, 
when it was moved up from 3% to 4 
per cent.,. the former rate having 
been in effect since last-August: The 
changes. made in the last month at 
other centres have tended to call 
funds out of New York, which, to- 
gether with the heavy expert move- 
ment of gold, has resulted in the 
present high levels of money rates. 
Call loans were quoted yesterday at 
5% per cent:, while time loans were 
made on a basis of 5% per cent., the 
latter beieg the highest since Sep- 
tember, 1926. 

The advances elsewhere also have 
been chiefly responsible for the 
heavier drain placed on the redis- 
counting facilities of the New York 
Reserve Bank, where the total of 
bills discounted stood at $290,126,000 
last week, compared with $139,381,- 
000 in the corresponding week of last 
year. The reserve ratio of the New 
York bank stood at 71.6 per cent. 
last week, against 74.7-in the pre- 
vious week and 84.8 per cent. a year 
ago. Last week’s report of the Fed- 
eral Reserve member banks of New 
York City showed brokers’ loans to 
total, $4,361,108,000,- an increase of 
more than $79,000,000 for the week 
and comparing with $2,914,945,000 in 
the corresponding week of last year. 


HENRY K. McHARG RESIGNS. 


To Leave Directorate of the Bank 
of the Manhattan Company. 


Following his decision to retire 
from active business, Henry K. Mc- 
Harg, for many years a leading fig- 
ure in banking and railroad circles, 
has resigned as a director of the 
Bank of the Manhattan Company. A 
member of the New York Stock Ex- 
change for more than half a cen- 
tury, Mr. McHarg at the time of his 
retirement from that institution, on 
Feb. 25, 1926, was its fifth oldest 
member. He is President and a di- 
rector of the Detroit & Mackinac 
Railway Company and a director of 
the New York, Ontario & Western 
Railway Company and the Virginian 
Iron, Coal and Coke Company. 

Upon his retirement from the Man- 
hattan Company, Mr. McHarg was 
its senior director. He was first 
elected to the board on Jan. 18, 1883, 
and was appointed Vice President on 
Dec. 14, 1893, at the time that 
Stephen Baker became President. He 
relinquished his duties as Vice Pres- 
ident on March 18, 1920, just before 
the merger of the Merchants. Bank 
with the Bank of the Manhattan 
Company. 


Two Detroit Banks Merge. 
DETROIT, May 16 (#).—Consolida- 
tion of the Detroit Trust Company 


and the Security Trust Company 
with a combined invested capital ex- 
ceeding $13,000,000 was announced 
today by the boards of directors of 
the two organizations subject to the 
approval of stockholders. The new 
institution will have a capital of 
,000.600, a surplus of $7,000,000 
and $3,000,000 in undivided profits. 
Ralph Stone, Chairman of the De- 
troit Trust Company, will be Chair- 
man of the new organization, to be 
known as the Detroit and Security 
Trust Company. 





ACCEPTANCES. STILL LARGE. 


Decrease of $14,000,000 In Month 
Regarded as Seasonal. 


Money and credit conditions in the 
past month had little effect on the 
volume of commerce financed by 
bankers’. acceptances, according to 
Robert H. Bean, Executive Secretary 
of the American Acceptance Council. 
The volume of acceptances outstand- 
ing on April 30, it was revealed by a 
nation-wide survey, was only $14,- 
000,000 less than on March 31, de 
spite factors which were expected to 
operate temporarily against dollar 
credits. 

The latest figures show a total of 
$1,070,712,002 compared with $1,085,- 
468,742 -in the previous month and 
$259,746,477 more than a year ago 
when the volume was $810,965,525. 
For the last six months the average 
volume of bankers’ acceptances out- 
standing has reached the record total 
of $1,063,000,000, compared with an 
average of $776,000,000 for the similar 
period in the a year. 

Import credits on April 30 stood at 
$333,062,132, a gain of $5,000,000 dur- 
ing the month, while export credits 
declined $11,000,000 to $379,436,264. 
Acceptances against goods in domes- 
tic warehouses showed a natural de- 
cline’ of $13,000,000 for this season 
of the year to $152,676,500.

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WORLD-WIDE FIGHT 
ON SWINDLINGBEGUN 


Simmons Calls for Renewed 
Battle on Frauds by Every 
Member of Exchange. 








EUROPEAN NATIONS TO AID 





President Says Efforts Here Have 
Forced Many Operators to 
Flee This Country. 





The opening of an international 
campaign against security swindlers 
and fradulent promoters, with the 
leading fraud-fighting agencies of the 
United States in cooperation with 


foreshadowed yesterday in a letter 
sent by E. H. H. Simmons, President 
of the New York Stock Exchangs, 
to members, branch office managers 
and correspondents of the Exchange. 
Declaring that the fight against 
swindlers, which has been vigorously 
waged in this country for several 
years by the Exchange in cooperation 
with Better Business Bureaus and 


others, has been so successful as to 
drive many operators to Great Brit- 
ain and the European Continent, Mr. 
Simmons urged an intensification of 
efforts to protect investors. 

‘The necessity for an international 
cam and cooperation,”’ he said, 
“is oming more and more obvious. 
t will come in due course, but in 
the meantime every person associ- 
ated with the New York Stock Ex- 
change should renew and intensify 
his efforts to prevent the swinling 
of innocent investors and to supp!” 
to the agencies engaged in this fraud 
preventive. work every item of in- 
formation which may help in check- 
ing and punishing the ndlers.”’ 


Millions Have Been Saved. 


Mr. Simmons’s letter reads in part: 
“Splendid results have followed the 
campaign against the promoters and 
sellérs of fraudulent securities during 
the past four years. You have played 
a large part in this fight against 
these swindlers and millions of dol- 
lars have been saved to innocent in- 
vestors. The education of the pub- 
lic, enabling them to discriminate 
between good and worthless securi- 
ties, ‘has made great progress. The 
investors of the nation are being 
taught to investigate closely the of- 
ferings which are submitted to them, 
to accept nothing which they do not 
know to be safe and to obtain bank- 
ing or other professional advice when 
they have the slightest doubt. 
“Public and official .support has 
been given to the Better Business 
Bureaus of the country, which are 
carrying on a compaign of education, 
with the hearty cooperation of the 
press, and an intensive campaign of 
rosecution of the swindlers. The 
ew York Stock Exchange has con- 
tributed to this work, and through 
its Fraud Bureau has helped in the 
work of education, investigation and 
prosecution. It is the duty of every 
member, branch office manager or 
correspondent of the Exchange to 
bring to the attention of the Ex- 
change, the nearest Better Business 
Bureau or the local prosecuting offi- 
cials any evidence which tends to 
show that there is an attempt to 
swindle the pantie through the sale 
of fraudulent securities. 


Asks Them to Be Watchmen. 


‘Therefore I urge you again to act 
as watchmen for the public, to note 
anything that savors of swindling or 
crookedness in the securities field 
and to report it promptly to us or to 
the constituted authorities, to use 
every means to educate the public to 
the necessity of investigating every 
security that is offered to them and 
every person who makes such an of- 
fer. It is the hope of the Exchange 
that eventually a network of pre- 
ventive agencies will be formed 
throughout the country so that the 
swindler in securities will find it ex- 
a difficult to ply his nefarious 
e.

PRICE TREND AGAIN DOWN 


Bomposite Figures for Pig Iron and 
Manufactured Products 
; Decline In Week. 


Hand-to-mouth buying again pre- 
Yails in the steel industry, following 
Several months during which ad- 
YVancing prices encouraged forward 
contracting, but the momentum ac- 
quired in the first quarter of the yea 
fs still carrying iron and steel de- 
mand along on a fairly high plane,’ 
according to the weekly reviews of 
the industry. The decline of 463,000 
tons in the unfilled orders of the 
United States Steel Corporation in 
April caused little surprise in the 
trade, Iron Age says, as it was 
recognized that strictly new business 
was light. 

“Unfilled tonnage, to a large ex- 
tent, measures the willingness of con- 
gumers to buy ahead,’’ this journal 
adds, ‘‘and since the current price 
situation offers no incentive for un- 
usual commitments, further sharp 
reductions in the total may occur 
without indicating proportionate de- 
elines in consumption. 
the large drop in April, unfilled 
orders of the Steel Corporation were 
etill 12 per cent. a ited than on 
April 80, 1927, and slightly above the 
level of two years ago. 


Backlogs Becoming Smaller. 

“The reduction of mill backlogs is 
g@ommencing to cause some concern, 
but, to date, shipping orders, con- 
gisting principally of specifications 
@gainst contracts, have sustained 
production at a virtually unchanged 
rate. The average for Steel Cor- 
poration plants has dipped only 
slightly under the 90 per cent. op- 
erations maintained through most of 
the first third of the year. The rate 


of the leading Eastern steel company 
has actually shown a gain since 
April, now standing at well above 
80 per cent. of capacity. In the Chi- 
cago district, where output remains 
on a 95 per cent. basis, specifications 
are the best in five weeks and sales, 
in contrast with reports from other 
market centres, are equal to ship- 
ments. Ingot production in the 
Greater Pittsburgh area continues at 
an 80 per cent. rate. 

*“‘New business in finished steel in 
most markets has been too light to 
give prices a severe test. Hot-rolled 
strip steel, particularly the wide ma- 
terial, has shown further weakness, 
gelling as low as 1.75 cents, Pitts- 
burgh, for 6-inch and wider, or $1 
below the recent minimum. Pig 
iron prices also lack buoyancy and in 
the Chicago district have declined 
50 cents a ton to $18, furnace. 

“The automotive industry remains 
a leading outlet for steel, specifying 
at an undiminished rate. otor car 
builders with two or three exceptions 
have made no reduction in output, 
and present indications are at 
there will be no seasonal slowing 
down of operations before June 15. 
Some of the automobile companies 
have placed steel for their July pro- 
duction, and the Ford Motor Com- 
pany is taking an increasing ton- 
nage of automobile body sheets, at 
the same time placing liberal orders 
for long ternes.”’ 


Pig Iron Prices Lower. 


The Iron Trade Review comments 
es follows: 

‘Valley pig iron has reached a new 
low level on the present movement, 
with small-lot sales at $17, base, or 
25 cents under the recent minimum. 
Chicago furnaces have reduced foun- 
dry and malleable 50 cents to $18. 
A large tonnage of malleable for de- 
livery over the second half to a 
Muncie, Ind., melter is reported to 
have been placed with a Cleveland 
maker at $16, base, furnace, or 50 
cents under the recent minimum. 

*‘A Cleveland furnace during the 
week booked over 50,000 tons for sec- 
ond half delivery, in preparation for 
relighting another stack. Production 
of beehive furnace coke has been re- 
duced to contract requirements, 
steadying the market, while standard 
foun grades are being offered at 
$3.50, or 10 cents less than a week 
ago. 


Sheet Shipments Normal. 


“Practically all consuming lines are 
taking normal tonnages of sheets, 
and shipments to the automotive in- 
dustry have been augmented by re- 
cent attractive specifications from 
General Motors units and the Ford 
Motor Company. Sheet sales, pro- 
duction and shipments receded in 
April, after the notable improvement 
made during March. April sales of 
284,070 tons were 115,371 tons below 
those of March. April production of 
$27,909 tons was only about 10,000 
tons below the monthly average for 
the first quarter, while shipments of 
$02,759 tons were approximately 10,- 
000 tons above the monthly average 
for first quarter. Strip steel ship- 
ments so far in May are exceeding 
the April rate by about 25 per cent. 

The Iron Age composite price for 
pig iron has declined to $17.42 a ton, 
displacing-last week’s $17.50 as the 
year’s low figure. The finished steel 
composite is unchanged at 2.348c. a 
pound. 

The Iron Trade Review’s composite 
of fourteen leading iron and steel 
products dropped 4 cents this week, 
now being $35.53 


STEEL INGOT OUTPUT DROPS. 


Decrease of 1 Per Cent. for Industry 
as a Whole Reported. 


Production of steel ingots has been 
reduced about 1 per cent., with the 
average for the industry at 84% per 
cent., compared with about 85% per 
cent. a week ago and slightly less 
than 85 per cent. two weeks ago. 
At this time last year the United 
States Steel Corporation was running 
at 89 per cent. of capacity, with the 
independents at about 74 per cent.,

RAINS IN- WHEAT BELT 
BENEFITGROWINGCROPS 


East of Mississippi River Condi- 
‘tions Are Favorable for 
Cotton Field Work. 


The weekly weather report issued 
yesterday by the Government was as 
follows: . 

‘‘East of Mississippi River: Mostlv 
fair weather made favorable condi- 
tions for cotton field work, with 
progress in planting and replanting 
reported as generally good but with 
further complaint of slow germina- 
tion and many poor stands because 
Crop 18 
mostly late, but chopping has’ be- 
come more general in most. districts. 

“West’ of Mississippi conditions 


were more favorable with moderate 
tempetatures and, general showers 


‘in many heretofore droughty areas 


through complaints of poor stands 
continued from Arkansas and Louis- 
jana, particularly in early planted 
fields. 

“Planting made satisfactory ad- 
vance in Oklahoma, but much re- 
planting of ed seeded has been 
necessary. Texas moderate 
warmth and oA caused mostly 
very good progress and stands are 
fair to good, but general condition 
is still poor to only fair. Season is 
backward, but chopping of early -cot- 
ton rogressed in eastern. half. 

rther generous, rains in south- 
west and western portions. of Win- 
ter wheat belt were beneficial. Soil 
moisture is generally ample’ over en- 
tire western section and progress 
was mostly very good with. heading 
reported as far north as Northern 
Oklahoma. In ‘eastern portion 
weather mostly dry and cool and lit- 
tle change in condition was noted 
though some progress was reported 
in Atlantic Coast districts. In in- 
terior of Pacific Northwest wheat is 
beginning to need rain over consid- 
erable areas, but its condition re- 
mains generally satisfactory. 

“Corn planting made _ generally 
good progress and now is either 
panne a completed or well along 

many heavy producing sections 
in the interior, while in the East 
seeding progressed favorably as far 
north as Pennsylvania and New Jer- 
sey. Crop needs a general warm 
‘rain in »ractically all of Ohio. Val- 
ley States, lake region, portions of 
Iowa and much of Missouri, while 
germination is slow generally east 
of the Mississippi.’’ 


GIFT TO JESSE WASSERMANN

WEAKENS COTTON 


Final Quotations Show Net 
Losses of 16 to 18 Points 
on Better Outlook. 


ROUTINE MILL BUYING HELPS 


Exports Running Ahead of Two 
Years Ago at This Tirie Are 
Market Factors. 


Generally favorable weather caused 
an easier cotton market yesterday 
and after the loss of over a quarter 
of a cent at one time, final quota- 
tions were 16 to 18 points lower than 
Tuesday. Instead of further heavy 
rains in the Mississippi Valley re- 
gion as had been feared the previous 
day, the breaking of the drought in 
Louisiana and parts of Mississippi 
served to improve the crop outlook 
and the weekly summary reflected 
the best progress so far this season. 
Reselling of cotton bought earlier in 
the week ran July to 20% cents, 
where the demand on that basis ar- 
rested the recession and steadied the 
market the balance of the session. 

The routine daily demand for May 
contracts as mills fixed prices on raw 
material before trading .in that 
month expires next week opened the 
list at. best quotations of the day. 
July, however, was for sale above 
the 21-cent level as proved the case 
during the advance the last hour of 
the previous day and an effort on 
the part of professional operators to 
anes profits started a sharp de- 
cline. 

With additional rains in parts of 
Texas and showers elsewhere, but 
not excessive, the quantity of new- 
crop months for sale carried October 
off 30 points before demand for July 
contracts: halted the recession. The 
fact that exports have been running 
ahead of two years ago at this time 
has been a factor in the market. 
Clearances for four days amounted 
to 110,000, compared with 123,000 for 
the six days two years ago and the 
total for the season is now less than 
half a million behind the correspond- 
ing date in 1926, when the total for 
twelve months aggregated 8,250,000.

Labor Bareau Reports Most of 
Advance Was in Farm 


Products. 


WASHINGTON, May 16.—A rise in 
the general level of wholesafe prices 
from March to April is shown by in- 
formation collected in representative 
markets by the Bureau of Labor Sta- 
tistics of the United States Depart- 
ment of Labor. The  bureau’s 
weighted index number, computed on 
prices in the year 1926 as the base 
and including 550 commodities or 
price series, stands at 97.4 for April, 
compared with 96.0 for March, an 
increase of nearly 1% per cent. Com- 
pared with April, 1927, with an index 
number of 93.7, an increase of almost 
4 per cent. is shown. 

Farm products as a group advanced 
nearly 4 per cent. above the March 
level, due mainly to price increases 
for grains, hogs, lambs. poultry and 
cotton. Potatoes, on the other hand, 
were cheaper than in March. Foods 
and building materials increased over 
1% per cent., while hides and leather 
products increased over 2 per cent. 

Of the 550 commodities or price 
series for which comparable informa- 
tion for March and April was col- 
lected, increases were shown in 141 
instances and decreases in 116 in- 
stances. In 293 instances no change 
in price was reported. 

Comparing prices in April with 
those of a year ago as measured by 
changes in the index numbers, it is 
seen that farm products and hides 
and leather. products were consider- 
ably higher, while foods and textile 

roducts . were somewhat higher.

REALTY MEN OBJECT 
TO STANDPIPE RULE 


Board of Standards and Appeals 
Will Hold a Pablic 


Hearing. 


The Real Estate Board of New York 
and the Building Managers and 
Owners Association will make a 
strong plea for the modification of 
the proposed change in the rule re- 


268 | lating to the size of hose in buildings. 


A public hearing on the revision of 
standpipe rules is to be held before 
the Board of Standards and Appeals 
tomorrow. 

It is contended that the rule in its 
proposed form would not only fail to 
furnish the geo safeguards to the 
occupants of buildings but actually 
would constitute a menace to life and 
safety and would require building 
owners to extend hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars for fire protection 
devices that are both unnecessary 
and dangerous. 

In a statement authorized yester- 
day by Peter Grimm, President of 
the Real Estate Board, the joint 
committee will endeavor to dissuade 
the Board of Standards and Appeals 
from adopting Rule 75, which in its 
proposed form reads as follows: 

‘Each outlet other than roof outlet 
shall have attached thereto 2%4-inch 
unlined linen hose of lengths as 
stated elsewhere in these rules, ex- 
cept that in buildings or premises 
that do not contain occupancies stor- 
ing, handling or using inflammable 
motion-picture films or nitro cellu- 
lose products, and which are not 
classified as hazardous, the Fire 
Commissioner may permit in addition 
to the 2% inch outlet the installation 
of 1% inch unlined linen hose and 
valve.’’ 

The Joint Committee of the Real 
Estate Board and the Building Man- 
agers and Owners Association have 
for several months been giving very 
careful consideration to the revision 
of the standpipe rules and have co- 
operated with the Fire Department. 
On the question of the size of hose, 
however, the committee has found 
that there is considerable divergence 
of opinion as to 2% inch hose being 
actually required.

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FRANKLIN INSTITUTE 
GIVES FORD MEDAL 


Presents Cresson Award to Him 
for “Rare Inventive Ability” 
and Organizing Power. 


FIFTEEN OTHERS HONORED 


Highest Distinction Goes to Dr. 
Brush, Inventor of Arc Light, and 
Dr. Nernst of Berlin. 


Special to The New York Times. 

PHILADELPHIA, May 16.—Sixteen 
men noted for scientific achievement 
over a wide field were presented with 
medals by the Franklin Institute here 
this afternoon. 

Included in the number was Henry 
Ford, who received the Cresson 
Medal] ‘‘in consideration of his rare 
inventive ability and power of organi- 
zation, by means of which he was 
able to effect high-speed production 
of * automobiles, revolutionizing the 
industry, and his outstanding execu- 
tive powers and industrial leader- 
ship.”’ 

Mr. Ford during his Philadelphia 
visit discussed aviation informally 
and indicated his belief that the next 
big’ development. in the industry 
would be the discovery of a new kind 
ag fuel of lighter weight. 

The’ Franklin Medal, the highest 
pat slg of the institute, was presented 
to Dr. Charles -F. Brush, the seventy- 
nine-year-old’ inventor of the arc 
light, and, through Baron F. von 
Prittz Witz-Gaffron, the German 
Ambassador,. also to Professor 


Walther Nernst of the University of 
Berlin. 
In Dr. Nernst’s paper, read Bick Dr. 
Irving Langmuir of the General 
Electric Company, one ‘of his for- 
mer pupils; he ;fixed the age of the 
earth as approximately 1,600,000,000 
— and the age of: the sun at 
000,000,000 years. He declared that 
a mysterious, unidentified radioac- 
tive element much more potent than 


uranium exists on this planet and 
causes what we know as energy. 


Predicts Sun’s Future. 
Also included in Professor Nernst’s 
deductions was the estimate that the 
sun had traveled 100,000 light years 
through space since it came into be- 
ing.. He held that. it was rapidly 
losing its energy and that its destiny 
was to wander, black and invisible, 


e 27| through infinite space as one of the 


uncountable company of cold.stars. 


Dr. Brush told of his search for 
the mysterious radioactive élement 
during the twenty years he has been 
in .retirement from active business. 
Recently hardened steel, he believes, 
contains it, and so does silicate of 
cobalt and other compounds.

Cresson medals were Charles L. 
Lawrence for his development of the 
air-cooled motor, Vladimir Karapet- 
off of Cornell Unive-sity for instru- 
ments for the mechanical calculation 
of magnetic and electrical constants 
of an electrical .transmittinz line, 
and Gustaf W. Elmen of the Bell 
Telephone Laboratories, [Inc., in- 
vento. o. permalloy, a new alloy of 
nickel, 100 times more magnetic 
than iron.
